We  gather  from  the  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  1901  some 
particulars  of  business  last  year,  showing  that  in  our  own  depart- 
ments there  is  little  or  nothing  to  grumble  at  (p.  84). 

Oun  Glasgow  correspondent  sends  a  lot  of  interesting  notes

Qualitative  Analysis. 
A  MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  is  to  D8  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  ba  detected,  and 
proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  cnvelojw,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  he  received  up  to  Tuesday,  January  21, 
and  the  samples  will  be  po-ted  on  the  following  day. 

Reports  from  students  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
February  1.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental 
impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  con- 
stituents of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  report  on  this  month's  analysis  will  be  published  next 
week.

Brevities. 

Messrs.  G.  J.  Wood,  A.  Downing,  F.  Maitland,  and  James 
Cocks,  chemists,  Plymouth,  have  mutually  agreed  to  finally 
close  their  respective  establishments  at  9  p.m.  (Saturdays 
excepted),  on  and  after  January  20. 

Amongst  the  wounded  at  Leeuwfontein  on  December  29, 
was  Private  T.  A  Clarkson,  of  the  13th  Company  Imperial 
Yeomanry,  who  served  his  apprenticeship  to  pharmacy  with 
Messrs.  Whimpray  &  Tibbits,  chemists,  Market  Street, 
Lancaster 

At  the  Clerkonwell  County  Court  last  week,  Mrs.  Annie 
Perodeau,  photographic  artist  (and  wife  of  Mr.  E.  G. 
Perodeau.  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Islington),  recovered 
9/.  13*.  8d.  from  a  Bow  photographer,  the  balance  on  an 
account  for  work  done  by  her. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Essex  County  Council  on  January  8 
it  was  decided  to  appoint  an  additional  analyst.  The 
present  analyst,  Dr.  Pooley,  is  paid  a  guinea  each  for  the 
first  100  samples  analysed,  half-a-guinea  each  for  the  second 
100,  and  6.s\  each  for  all  subsequent  analyses,  the  average 
being  Is.  or  8s.  per  sample. 

At  a  largely  attended  meeting,  on  January  10,  of  Americans 
in  London  interested  in  the  success  of  the  American  Ex- 
hibition at  the  Crystal  Palace,  it  was  reported  that  space 
had  been  applied  for  to  such  an  extent  as  to  ensure  the  success 
of  the  exhibition,  which  will  be  comprehensive  and  illustra- 
tive.  The  exhibition  will  be  open  in  the  middle  of  May. 

The  West  Riding  analyst,  in  his  last  quarterly  report,  states 
that  in  all  the  great  area  with  which  he  has  to  deal  it  was 
only  found  necessary  to  prosecute  in  three  cases  against 
chemists  and  druggists— for  adulteration  of  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre.  A  caution  was  administered  in  one  instance,  and  in 
the  other  cases  fines  of  Is.  and  costs  were  inflicted. 

The  arsenic-in-beer  scare  is  having  a  revival  in  Halifax.  A 
tramp  died  in  the  workhouse  hospital,  Skircoat,  last  week 
"from  chronic  arsenic-poisoning,  resulting  probably  from 
excessive  beer-drinking,"  according  to  the  evidence  of 


the  house-surgeon  at  the  inquest.  The  doctor  said  he 
had  two  other  patients  in  the  hospital  suffering  from  the 
same  malady,  one  of  whom  had  a  decided  history  as  a  con- 
sumer of  beer. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council  on  Satur- 
day at  Norwich,  the  question  of  the  saiary  of  Mr.  Francis, 
the  county  analyst,  was  considered.  It  was  reported  that 
he  had  received  100/  per  annum  for  125  analyses,  additional 
payment  being  made  fcr  any  beyond  that  number.  It  was 
resolved  that  on  his  reappointment  after  March  31,  the 
terms  should  he  15s.  per  sample  analysed,  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  samples. 

Masonic  Matters. 
Bro.  John  Henry  Aplin,  chemist  and  druggist,  Trowbridge, 
was  on  January  13  installed  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Lodge 
of  Concord,  632. 

We  are  indebted  to  Bro.  G.  O.  Dusart,  of  the  Sussex  Drug 
Company  (Limited),  for  a  copy  of  the  Masonic  cantata, 
"  The  Praise  of  Friendship,"  by  Mozart,  which  Mr.  Dusart 
has  recently  published.  An  excellent  engraving  of  Mozart 
occupies  a  front  sheet,  and  the  script  is  nicely  printed.  We 
have  not  yet  had  our  musical  expert's  opinion  of  the  score, 
but  the  fact  that  it  was  composed  by  the  talented  brother 
Mason  should  be  sufficient  commendation  for  all  lovers  of 
music. 

Medalled  Metropolitans. 

At  the  recent  sessional  examinations  held  at  the  Metro- 
politan College  of  Pharmacy,  the  following  students  were 
successful  in  gaining  medals  : — Silver  medal,  Mr.  A.  H.  A. 
Harrington  ;  bronze  medals  :  (dispensing),  Mr.  S.  Burden  ; 
(chemistry),  Mr.  S.  H.  Vibert ;  (botany),  Mr.  T.  T.  Cocking  ; 
(pharmacy),  Mr.  T.  J.  Rice ;  (materia  medica),  Mr.  D.  W. 
Lyall. 

For  Students. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Spalding  Technical  Education  Com- 
mittee on  January  4,  Mr.  E.  Wightman  Bell,  chemist  and 
druggist,  made  application  for  a  grant  towards  the  cost  of 
teaching  and  apparatus  for  a  class  in  practical  chemistry,  for 
the  benefit  of  chemists'  assistants  and  others,  to  be  held  at 
the  Grammar-school  during  the  next  two  school  terms.  The 
question  having  been  discussed,  the  committee  made  a 
grant  of  10/.  towards  the  object  mentioned. 

Separatists. 

The  Court  of  Victoria  University,  Manchester,  held  a 
meeting  at  Owens  College  on  January  10,  and  after  long 
discussion  adopted  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  there 
should  be  a  separate  university  in  Liverpool  and  a  separate 
university  in  Manchester,  without  liability  to  admit  or  to 
remain  in  association  with  any  other  college,  and  also  that 
a  university  should  be  established  having  its  seat  in  Leeds. 
At  present  Owens  College,  Manchester  ;  University  College, 
Liverpool ;  and  Yorkshire  College,  Leeds,  make  up  the 
Victorian  University,  which,  it  appears,  is  now  to  be  split  up 
into  three.  The  Bishop  of  Ripon  is  among  those  who 
ardently  advocate  such  a  scheme. 

The  Gibbet  at  Hove. 
With  regard  to  the  use  of  preservatives  and  colouring- 
matters  in  foods  and  drinks  the  Hove  Town  Council  has 
adopted  a  proposal  to  circulate  amongst  the  tradesmen  a 
summary  of  the  report  of  the  Local  Government  Board's 
committee,  and  one  of  the  councillors  suggested  that  the 
Sanitary  Committee  should  have  tabular  statements  drawn 
up  of  the  samples  taken  and  the  results  of  the  analyses.  If 
the  samples  were  genuine  it  would  be  a  good  advertise- 
ment for  the  tradesmen,  but  if  adulterated  they  should  be 
well  gibbeted.

Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co.,  of  Bristol,  have  secured  the  contract 
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for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  Cardiff  Sanatorium  for  the 
next  six  months. 

Mr.  T.  Handley,  chemist  and  druggist,  Market  Place, 
Loughborough,  has  been  appointed  chemist  to  the  Corpora- 
tion for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  photographic-apparatus  works  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Wilkins, 
Blucher  Street,  suffered  severely  from  a  fire  on  Friday  last 
week. 

Oq  Monday  Judge  Wditehorne  decided  that  a  cellar  is  a 
warehouse  within  the  meaning  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act. 

Mr.  Alfred  Bird,  pharmacist,  of  egg-powder  fame,  has 
given  100/.  to  the  University,  and  has  bepn  elected  a  life 
governor.  Mr.  Chamberlain  is  asking  for  1,000,000/  for  the 
funds. 

Dr.  Griffin  Wilkes,  son  of  Mr.  Wilkes,  chemist,  Broad 
Street,  secured  a  silver  cup  for  Jacobins  at  the  annual 
Oolumbarian  Society's  show,  held  in  Birmingham  on  Wednes- 
day last. 

A  member  of  the  pill  guild  had  a  parrot  which  escaped 
from  its  cage,  and  after  a  couple  of  days  was  arrested  by  a 
lover  of  birds  and  returned  to  its  owner.  Since  its  flight 
and  capture  it  developed  a  vicious  temper,  tore  off  all  its 
feathers,  and  died  very  suddenly. 

At  a  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  Monday,  the 
Health  Committee  recommended  that  the  offer  of  the  Bir 
mingbam  University  to  undertake  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli  for  the  Borough, 
at  a  charge  of  2s.  6d  per  specimen,  be  accepted.  A  local 
firm  offered  to  do  the  same  at  5s  ,  and  another  at  7s.  6d. 

Alderman  Clayton,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  University 
last  week,  said  that  with  one  single  exception  everyone  had 
paid  something  towards  his  promised  subscription,  and  a 
good  many  had  paid  up  entirely.  He  recently  met  the  par- 
ticular gentleman  who  had  paid  nothing,  and  who  is  blessed 
with  such  a  short  memory  that  repeated  reminders  do  not 
bring  forth  the  needful  cheque. 

Two  circulars  which  have  been  issued  by  a  local  firm 
have  created  a  good  deal  of  comment  amongst  the 
brethren.  One  announces  analyses  at  a  very  low  rate,  and 
a  discount  of  33  per  cent,  in  addition.  A  series  of  circulars 
will  be  supplied  gratis  for  intending  clients,  and  blank 
analysis-forms  to  be  filled  in  and  signed  by  the  chemist 
himself.  This  appears  to  be  taking  a  hint  from  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  treatises. 

Leeds  Items. 

An  epidemic  of  whooping-cough  is  interrupting  the  educa- 
tional acquirements  of  the  juvenile  population  of  Radley, 
near  Leeds.  The  local  chemists  and  doctors  are  not  com- 
plaining. 

The  spread  of  the  smallpox  scourge  to  the  Provinces  has 
not,  so  far,  disturbed  the  equanimity  of  the  Leeds  people, 
inquiries  showing  that  the  demand  for  lymph  is  normal.  The 
authorities  and  lodging-house  people  are  very  much  on  the 
alert,  however. 

Guardians'  Doings. 

By  contracting  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  workhouse 
the  Elham  Board  of  Guardians  last  year  effected  a  saving  of 
80/  12s.  Q±d.  The  present  cost  for  a  year's  supply  of  drugs 
is  36/.  16s.  7§r/.,  and  prior  to  the  contracting  system  being 
adopted  the  expenditure  totalled  117/.  9s.  4c/. 

The  Local  Government  Board  advised  the  Atcham  Board 
of  Guardians  to  supply  in  future  all  expensive  drugs  and 
medicines  direct  and  not  through  the  medical  officers.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  January  11  the  Clerk  stated 
that  the  question  was  considered  by  the  Board  a  few  years 
ago,  when  such  a  scheme  was  found  unworkable.  The 
doctors,  he  said,  preferred  to  find  the  medicines  themselves. 
The  Board  decided  to  communicate  these  facts  to  the  L.G.B. 

At  their  meeting  on  January  8,  the  Halifax  Board  of 
Guardians  considered  the  reappointment  of  Mr.  G.  M. 
Cobb,  chemist  and  druggist,  to  be  dispenser  at  the  infirmary 


and  hospital  for  three  months,  at  a  salary  of  10s.  per  week 
One  of  the  members  expressed  the  hope  that  the  dispen.-ing 
was  not  being  taken  from  the  house-surgeon,  who  had  140/. 
per  annum  simply  to  look  after  298  sick  person*.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Infirmary  and  Hospital  Committee  thonght 
the  Board  would  see  by  the  short  period  of  the  appointment 
that  the  committee  had  an  object  in  view.  It  was  stated 
that  if  Mr.  Cobb  could  not  attend  to  the  dispensing  per- 
sonally he  must  send  an  assistant,  and  on  a  member  object- 
ing to  ao  assistant  being  allowed  to  undertake  the  work,  it 
was  explained  that  this  option  was  one  of  the  terms  upon 
which  Mr.  Cobb  undertook  the  duties. 

Fire. 

The  chemical-works  of  Messrs.  Niclnl  &  Co.,  which  are 
situated  close  to  the  railway-station  at  Baxenden,  were 
almost  destroyed  by  fire  on  January  13.  The  damage  is 
estimated  at  several  thousand  pounds,  aad  abouG  forty 
workpeople  are  thrown  out  of  employment.  The  origin  of 
the  fire  is  unknown. 

Royd  Oil. 

In  the  further  hearing  of  the  charge  of  fraud  against 
thirteen  persons  connected  with  the  Patent  Novel ries  and  other 
companies,  Mr.  James  Lees,  of  St.  Albans,  Liverpool,  who 
was  chairman  of  the  Parent  Novelties  board  last  year,  stared 
that  the  French  Royd  Oil  Company  was  formed  in  1898  The 
company  was  given  exclusive  right  to  vend  "Royd  Oil  f  r 
Paralysis  "in  France  and  her  European  possessions.  For  this 
right  the  company  was  to  pay  to  the  Novelties  Company 
10,000/.  in  80,000  shares  of|  2s.  6d.  each.  Other  agreeu  ents 
were  for  the  acquisition  of  Royd  oils  for  rheumatism  and 
paralysis,  for  which  the  Novelties  Company  were  to  receive 
40,000/.  The  oils  were  described  as  "  possessing  extraordinary 
curative  properties."  Walter  Arnold  Bradley  was  recognised 
as  the  proprietor  of  the  Royd  oils.  The  hearing  is  pro- 
ceeding. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

Since  our  last  report  a  dozen  more  victims  to  poisoning 
are  added  to  the  list.  Of  these  nine  were  killed  by 
scheduled  poisons,  two  by  the  mineral  acids  (nitric  and 
sulphuric),  which  our  sapient  rulers  do  not  rank  as 
poisons,  and  one  by  "acid  poisoning,"  whatever  that  may 
be.  Laudanum  heads  the  scheduled  list  with  four  cases  to 
its  credit,  while  carbolic  acid,  sirychnine,  chloral,  oxalic 
acid,  and  arsenic  killed  one  each.  The  arsenic  was  fcken  by 
a  Stainton  man,  who  obtained  it  from  Mr.  Francis  Crowden, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Penrith,  to  whom  the  deceased  was 
well  known.  He  said  it  was  for  poisoning  rats  ;  and  the 
Coroner  told  the  jury  that  it  was  a  perfectly  legitimate 
business  transaction,  and  had  been  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Crowden  in  the  proper  way.— The  oxalic  acid  was  taken  by 
a  Charlton  labourer,  who  mistook  it  for  Epsom  salts. — At  an 
inquest  on  the  death  of  a  woman  named  Miiller,  at  the 
Westminster  Coroner's  Court,  it  transpired  that  strychnine- 
poisoning  was  the  cause  of  death.  Dr.  F.  J.  Pearse,  who 
was  called  to  the  deceased  after  death,  said  a  small  un- 
labeled bottle  found  in  the  room  contained  sufficient  strych- 
nine to  poison  forty  persons,  and  the  remains  in  the  tummer 
would  have  killed  twenty.  Some  foreign  substance  seemt  d 
to  have  been  mixed  with  the  poison,  which  had  certainly 
not  been  obtained  at  a  chemist's.  Ti:e  Coroner  said  he 
thought  it  was  such  a  serious  mat  er  that  the  police  oui_ht 
to  follow  up  the  inquiry  in  order  to  asctrtain,  if  prssible, 
where  such  an  enormous  quantity  of  this  most  deadly 
poison  could  have  been  obtained.  The  jury  recommended 
the  police  to  make  full  inquiries  as  to  the  purchase — At  an 
inquest  held  at  Birmingham  on  the  death  of  an  elderly  man 
under  the  A.C  E  mixture,  it  was  stated  that  in  every  case 
this  was  the  best  antithetic  for  young  or  for  old  people. — At 
the  Southampton  Police  Court  on  January  10,  an  insurarice- 
agent  was  charged  with  attempting  to  commit  su'cide  by 
taking  chlorodyce.  Dr.  Weston,  who  was  the  only  wittess 
called,  said  prisoner  produced  a  bottle,  which  was  then  with- 
out a  cork,  and  said  he  had  taken  half  the  contents— chloro- 
dyne — with  the  intention  of  poisoning  himself.  Tee  bottle 
did  not  contain  ordinary  chlorodyne,  said  the  doctor,  "  but  a 
tincture,  and  the  half-bottle  would  contain  2  gr.  of  moiphine." 
The  substance  prisoner  had  taken  was  not  scheduled  as  a 
poison,  but  he  (witness)  thought  it  ought  to  be. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

Pharmaceutical  Licence  Examination. — The  following 
candidates  passed  at  the  recent  examination :  F.  C.  Large, 
W.  F.  Cuttiford,  K.  B.  Angley,  W.  M.  Kennedy,  G.  G. 
Williamson.    Twelve  candidates  were  rejected.

A.  M.  Gamble.    Ten  candidates  were  rejected. 

Five-shilling  Analyses. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Limerick  Union 
last  week,  the  Clerk  stated  that  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Thorp,  a 
Limerick  analyst,  asking  him  whether  he  would  accept  the 
position  of  analyst  to  the  Union,  at  an  annual  remuneration 
of  101.  Mr.  Thorp  replied  to  the  effect  that  he  would  accept 
the  position  on  the  condition  that  if  the  number  or  samples 
sent  in  for  the  year  exceeded  forty  the  Guardians  would 
increase  the  remuneration  in  subsequent  years,  sd  as  to 
approximate  to  a  fee  of  5s.  per  sample.  A  letter  was  read 
from  Professor  C  R.  C.  Tichborne,  analyst,  Dublin,  applying 
for  the  position.  He  offered  to  do  the  work  for  101.  a 
year,  the  number  of  samples  not  to  exceed  fifty  annually. 
All  samples  in  excess  of  that  number  to  be  charged  for  at 
the  rate  of  Z.s.  each.  After  some  discussion,  Mr.  Thorp  was 
appointed  for  one  year  at  10/  including  extras,  and  subject 
to  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Kelp  Industry. 

The  Land  Commission  Court,  on  January  10,  commenced 
the  hearing  of  a  case  in  which  Colonel  Nolan,  M.P.,  claims 
the  right  to  exact  toll  on  the  sea-weed  collected  by  his 
tenants  on  Miveenish  Island.  Mr.  T.  M.  Healy,  M.P., 
counsel  for  the  tenants,  in  his  opening  speech,  made  some 
interesting  remarks  about  the  kelp-industry,  which  we  quote 
from  : — 

Red-weed,  which  is  kelp  or  iodine-weed,  grows  in  the  deep  sea 
or  on  the  rocks  far  out  at  sea,  and  is  continually  lashed  by  the 
waves  of  the  Atlantic,  with  the  result  that  at  certain  seasons  of 
the  year  after  6torm  this  red-weed  becomes  detached,  and  if  the 
tide  set  towards  Miveenish  Island  or  the  mainland  a  certain 
amount  of  weed  is  occasionally  thrown  upon  the  rocks.  It  is  ouly 
when  the  weed  is  in  bloom,  so  to  speak,  that  it  is  of  any  value  as 
drift-weed,  and  that  period  is  ten  days  at  the  end  of  April  and 
ten  days  at  tho  beginning  of  May.  If  the  drift-weed  be  thrown 
up  except  at  that  period  it  is  of  no  value  for  iodine-purposes. 
Some  years  ago  this  kelp,  when  manufactured,  was  worth  10/.  a 
ton,  but  its  value  now,  thanks  to  the  syndicates  in  Chili  and 
Peru,  is  only  4/.  a  ton.  To  raise  this  kelp-weed  requires  two  men 
always  in  a  boat,  and  two  women  ashore.  Twenty  boat-loads 
are  equivalent  to  30  tons  of  the  weed,  and  it  takes  that  quantity 
to  make  3  tons  of  kelp.  Sometimes  there  is  a  skilled  person 
called  a  burner,  who  gets  5s.  for  his  job  out  of  the  matter.  The 
season  lasts  from  April  to  October,  and  the  highest  price  obtained 
is  47.,  but  it  runs  as  low  as  11.,  21.,  or  il.  at  times.  In  other 
words,  the  four  persons  engaged  at  the  work  for  six  mouths  pro- 
duce 3  tons  at  4i.  a  ton. 

Evidence  was  called  in  support  of  this  statement. 

Accounts  without  Requisitions. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Mohill  (co.  Leitrim)  Guardians 
the  Clerk  stated  that  the  contractor  for  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  submitted  an  account  but  did  not  forward  the 
requisitions.  The  Chairman  said  that  Mr.  White  ought  to 
send  in  the  requisitions.  The  Clerk  said  that  he  had  com- 
municated with  the  contractor,  who  had  asked  that  the 
amount  should  be  paid,  and  the  requisitions  could  then  be 
looked  up ;  but  the  Guardians  could  not  do  that,  as  they 
would  be  liable  to  a  surcharge.  Perhaps  the  requisitions 
had  been  sent  to  some  other  Board,  as  he  had  from  time  to 
time  received  invoices  and  requisitions  for  other  Unions 
from  the  same  contractor,  and  he  always  put  them  in  an 
envelope  and  forwarded  them  to  the  proper  place.  The 


Chairman  said  that  Mr.  White's  attention  should  be  called 
to  the  matter.  The  Clerk  :  This  le  ter  of  his  will  have  to  go 
on  the  minutes  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Sued  for  Medicine. 

At  the  Waterford  Quarter  Sessions  on  January  8,  Mr. 
Thomas  Sullivan,  chemist,  sued  John  Sheehan,  High  Street, 
to  recover  1/  13s.  6d.  for  medicines  supplied,  and  a  decree 
was  given  for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

Contracts. 

Messrs  John  Clarke  &  Co.  (Limited)  have  obtained  the 
contract  for  the  supply  of  medicines,  surgical  instruments 
and  appliances,  and  sundries  to  Mercer's  Hospital,  Dublin, 
for  the  year  1902. 

The  Governors  of  the  City  of  Dublin  Hospital,  Upper 
Baggot  Street,  have  divided  the  contract  for  the  supply  of 
drugs  and  surgical  requisites  between  the  following  firms : 
The  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland,  Messrs.  Thacker  & 
Hoffe,  Fannin  &  Co.  (Limited),  and  the  Medical  Supply 
Association. 

Personal. 

Dr.  Meredith  R.  Whitla,  M.C.P.S.I.,  Monaghan,  has  been 
returned  unopposed  as  a  member  of  the  local  District 
Council. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Coyle,  of  Inistiogue,  co.  Kilkenny,  who  was 
recently  elected  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is 
mentioned  as  a  candidate  for  the  Council  at  the  next  election 
in  October. 

Mr.  Frederick  J.  Macrae,  who  has  been  representing 
Messrs.  Oppenheimer,  Son  &  Co.  (Limited)  in  Ireland,  and 
was  formerly  the  Southern  representative  of  Messrs.  John 
Clarke  &  Co.  (Limited),  has  joined  that  section  of  the  New 
Imperial  Yeomanry  called  the  "Irish  Horse,"  and  is  at 
present  in  training  at  the  Curragh.  It  is  expected  he  will 
go  out  with  the  draft  about  the  third  week  in  February. 

Cheap  Analysts. 

Dingle  Union  Guardians  expect  an  analyst  to  do  the  work 
of  analysing  drugs  for  the  workhouse  and  from  dispensaries 
for  5/.  per  annum  ;  and  Eonistymon  Guardians  advertise  for 
an  analyst  to  do  the  work  for  workhouse  and  three  dis- 
pensaries at  6/.  per  annum.  Notwithstanding  Professor 
Tichborne's  letter  in  C.  S'  D.  of  January  4,  these  salaries  do 
not  seem  princely. 

Compliment  to  Sir  Edward  Hodgson. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Rathmines  Commissioners  the 
occasion  of  Sir  Edward  Hodgson's  retirement  from  the  Board 
was  signalised  by  the  passing  of  the  following  resolution 
and  the  delivering  of  several  complimentary  speeches : — 

The  Council  desire  to  place  on  the  record  of  their  proceedings 
a  statement  of  tho  regret  they  feel  at  the  retirement  of  Sir 
Edward  Hodgson,  who  has  so  ably  discharged  the  duties  of 
Chairman  since  the  Council  was  formed.  They  also  desire  to 
express  their  sense  of  the  valuable  services  he  rendered  to  the 
township  of  Rathmines  for  a  period  of  thirty-five  years,  during 
which  time  he  acted  as  a  Commissioner,  and  finally  as  Chairman, 
of  the  Rathmines  Board,  and  the  Council  wish  Sir  Edward  and 
Lady  Hodgson  many  years  of  health  and  happiness. 

Sir  Edward,  in  reply,  said  it  was  with  the  deepest 
regret  that  he  had  to  sever  his  connection  with  the  Council, 
but  advancing  age  and  business  calls  compelled  him  to 
relinquish  the  position  which  had  been  conferred  on  him 
unanimously  three  times  by  the  Council.

Trade-conditions  in  Ecuador. — The  American  Consul- 
General  de  Leon,  of  Guayaquil,  reports  the  failure  of  the 
large  exporting  firm  of  Martin  Reinberg  &  Co.  The  run  on 
the  bank  of  which  Mr.  Reinberg  was  one  of  the  managers, 
adds  Mr.  de  Leon,  has  been  followed  by  the  failure  of  the 
Paris  branch  of  Seminario  Brothers,  a  family  hitherto 
regarded  as  the  wealthiest  in  Ecuador.  The  situation 
demands  extreme  caution  on  the  part  of  merchants  in  ex- 
tending credits. 
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The  Carnegie  Trust. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Carnegie  Trust  Committee  in  Edin- 
burgh, on  Monday,  January  13,  it  was  reported  that  fees  have 
bpen  paid  by  the  Trust  to  2,441  students,  amounting  to 
22.941Z.  16s.  6d. 

Poisonings. 

The  wife  of  a  dairyman  named  McBurnie,  living  at  Raven- 
stone  Mains,  Glasserton,  Wigtown,  committed  suicide  on 
January  5  by  drinking  a  quantity  of  aconite  liniment. 

A  well-known  Perthshire  farmer,  Mr.  S.  McMillan,  of 
Laighwood,  near  Dunkeld,  was  poisoned  on  January  12  by 
inadvertently  drinking  a  poisonous  lotion  in  mistake  for 
whisky.  He  died  twenty  minutes  after  he  had  taken  the 
lotion,  and  before  medical  aid  could  be  obtained. 

Nitroglycerin  Explosion. 

On  January  9  a  tremendous  explosion  took  place  at 
Nobel's  explosives-factory  at  Ardeer  in  Ayrshire.  It  is 
calculated  that  about  3,000  lbs.  of  nitroglycerin  exploded  in 
one  of  the  nitroglycerin  washing-houses,  and  no  trace  of  the 
only  man  known  to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  the  building  at  the 
time  can  be  found.  The  effect  of  the  explosion  was  felt  for 
many  miles  around. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Cuthbert,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been 
appointed  dispenser  to  the  Govan  Parish  Council. 

A  course  of  free  lectures  is  at  present  being  delivered  at 
Glasgow  University,  and  on  Monday  evening  Professor  Bower 
delivered  the  third  one  on  "  A  Grain  of  Wheat "  in  the 
Botanical  class-room  before  a  large  audience. 

A  very  interesting  series  of  lectures  is  also  being 
delivered  in  the  Technical  College,  by  Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch, 
on  "  Fats  and  Fatty-oil  Industries."  The  first  was  given  on 
Thursday,  January  9,  when  a  very  crowded  gathering 
attended. 

The  action  by  a  Glasgow  labourer  for  500Z.  damages 
against  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow  in  respect  of  metallic 
poisoning  caused  by  using  a  poisonous  paint  supplied  by  the 
Corporation  has  been  settled  by  the  payment  of  2251.  to  the 
pursuer. 

The  renewed  activity  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scot- 
land Pharmaceutical  Association  has  already  taken  a  prac- 
tical turn  in  a  systematic  movement  in  support  of  early- 
closing.  The  Council  has  just  completed  a  plebiscite  of  the 
city.  Of  the  120  papers  issued,  the  70  returned  were  all  in 
favour  of  shorter  hours,  while  it  is  well  known  that  most  of 
the  unresponsive  50  stand  for  the  status  quo.  The  night- 
bell  sans  fee  is  named  as  the  great  obstacle  to  reform,  which, 
it  would  almost  seem,  can  only  come  through  Parliamentary 
interference.  That  the  Association  is  not  neglecting  social 
amenities  is  shown  by  the  "  At  Home  "  held  in  the  Cockburn 
Hotel  this  week  as  the  G.  <$•  D.  goes  to  press. 

The  Assistants'  Association,  which  has  done  good  work 
since  its  formation  three  years  ago,  still  maintains  its  mem- 
bership well,  but  has  lost  some  of  its  most  active  members, 
who  have  gone  into  business.  It  now  holds  monthly  instead 
of  fortnightly  meetings,  and  at  the  next  of  the  series  Mr.  T. 
Maben  is  to  read  a  paper  on  "  Pharmaceutical  Education." 
Thanks  to  the  C.  §  B.,  the  knowledge  and  fame  of  the 
Assistants'  Association  has  travelled  far.  The  President  has 
received  a  letter  from  the  Malay  Archipelago,  asking  for 
further  information  about  the  process  for  revivifying  animal 
charcoal  referred  to  in  the  C.  4'  report  of  a  paper  on  "  A 
Visit  to  a  Sugar-refinery,"  read  before  the  Association  by 
Mr.  Rodwell. 

It  is  likely  that  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  F.I.O.,  Peterhead,  will 
visit  Glasgow  early  in  February,  under  the  joint  auspices  of 
the  local  Association?,  to  expound  and  defend  the  draft 


scheme  of  a  university  course  tor  stuoents  of  pharmacy, 
wh'ch  will  be  submitted  to  a  representative  meeting  o!' 
chemists  and  druggists  in  Edinburgh  towards  the  end  of 
this  month.  The  scheme,  which  is  well  matured  and 
feasible,  is  sure  to  excite  keen  interest  and  discussioD. 

The  bellicose  Southern  Medical  Society  is  still  on  the 
war-path.  Its  roources  of  defence  and  offence  are  inex- 
haustible, and  its  latest  brilliant  stroke  is  to  get  its  members 
who  are  licentiates  of  the  Glasgow  Faculty  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  to  induce  that  body  to  resist  the  disciplinary 
decree  of  the  General  Medical  Council  with  reference  to 
doctors'  shops,  on  the  ground  that  the  Faculty's  chartered 
rights  exclude  the  Council's  jurisdiction.  The  Faculty  is 
not  likely  to  adopt  such  a  policy,  but  we  shall  see  what  we 
shall  see. 

Those  who  have  a  foible  for  ancient  history  may  remember 
that  this  Society  sent  up  a  deputation  to  the  General  Medical. 
Council  to  convince  it  of  the  error  of  its  ways  in  Vaffcah'c 
Thomson.  The  Council  refused  to  hear  the  deputation  at 
first,  on  the  ground  that  the  case  was  sub  judior,  and  after- 
wards, when  the  decision  had  been  given,  because  the  matter 
was  legally  closed.  The  misadventures  of  the  deputation 
have  now  been  immortalised  by  the  laureate  of  the  Society 
("J.  W.")  in  a  rhjmed  production,  of  which  the  subjoined 
quatrains  are  fair  samples  : — 

Some  Doctors  in  a  temper  gaed  frae  Glesga  tae  the  Sooth, 
They  were  burstin'  fair  wi'  anger,  they  were  foamin'  at  the  mooth  : 
And  their  comrades  stey'd  ahint  them  pittin'  bawbees  in  a  hat, 
Tae  pey  their  wey  in  Lunnon,  an'  tae  see  them  Bell-the-Cat, 

Arrived  in  Lunnon — strong  in  desire  tae  beard  rieht  in  their  den, 
That  po'erful  Cooncil — tho'  effete — o'  puir  misguided  men, 
They  sent  their  cairdies  up  tae  Bruce  tae  show  him  they'd  got 
there, 

Then  gaed  awa'  tae  straucht  their  ties,  an'  some  tae  cairn  tboir 
hair. 

Ma  certes  !  but  their  hair  was  caimed  ere  mony  'oora  gied  bje, 
For  the  Cooncil  caumly  askit  "  Whit  was  a'  the  hue  an'  cry '? 
Rin  awa'  hame,  guid  Men's,"  quo'  they,  "an'  min'  yer  open  shops, 
Yer  men  are  maybe  sellin'  Sauts  or  Chlorodyne  Cough  Drops." 

The  Scots,  dark  bro'ed,  like  stirbies  stood,  an'  glower'd  at  Turner's 
face, 

They  hover'd  roun'  the  Cooncil  yetts,  astoonded  at  the  base 
Perfidious  Cooncil's  scarce  veil'd  threats  tae  show  them  wha  were 
maisters 

If  they  persisted  selling  Sennadeaves  or  pushion'd  Plaisters. 

Fast  to  the  nearest  pub  they  hied,  an'  a'  got  pints  o'  yull, 
An'  a'  did  drink  (for  they  were  dry)  wi'  hearty  Scotch  guid  will, 
Confusion  to  the  Cooncil,  whilk  had  treated  them  sae  base, 
Sae  flabbergasted  were  they,  they  forgot  tae  say  a  grace. 

The  pnet,  it  will  be  seen,  has  taken  more  than  his  share  of 
poetic  liberties. 

It  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that  the  Glasgow  newspapers 
almost  daily  contain  advertisements  of  doctors'  shops  for 
s*Je  or  for  "qualified  chemists"  to  serve  in  "surgeries," 
As  in  two  cases  the  same  shops  have  been  offered  for  sale 
for  months,  it  is  evident  that  the  doctor's  shop  is  not  a  very 
vendible  asset. 

Just  now  an  effort  is  being  made  to  get  a  night-bell  fee 
imposed  in  the  city.  A  propos  of  this,  there  appears  a  very 
readable  article  in  a  weekly  newspaper  on  the  queer  ex- 
periences of  an  assistant.  The  most  of  these  seem  old 
friends,  culled  from  the  pages  of  the  C.  <5'  D.,  but  there  is 
information  in  the  statement  that  the  assistant  knows  a  shop 
(in  Glasgow  ?),  where,  "  after  11  o'clock  a  Id  stamp  costs 
Id."  It  is  very  doubtful  if  this  is  so  at  present,  but  we 
may  hope  it  is  a  case  of  coming  events  casting  their  shadows 
before ! 


Another  Story. — It  is  stated  that  Mr.  Rudyard  Kipling 
was  once  induced  to  write  a  tale  of  Indian  life  for  a  ladies' 
paper  in  Philadelphia.  The  third  instalment  brought  a 
letter  from  the  editress,  who  said  it  was  the  unvarying  rule 
of  the  journal  to  strike  out  the  name  of  any  intoxicating 
liquor,  and  that  in  one  chapter  two  of  the  characters  are 
said  to  have  consumed  a  bottle  of  champagne  between  them. 
Kipling  wrote  back:  "  Strike  out  '  champagne  '  and  make  it 
Mellin's  Food  ' !  " 
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(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Legion  op  Honour. — Among  the  promotions  in  the 
order  of  the  Legion  of  Honour  announced  by  the  French 
Foreign  Ollice  tins  week  is  that  of  Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hogg,  the 
well-known  Arglo- French  pharmacist,  of  62  Avenue  des 
Ohamps  Elyscvs,  Paris,  to  the  rank  of  officer.  This  distinc- 
tion has  been  conferred  on  him  as  General  Secretary  of  the 
Union  des  Females  de  France  (the  French  Red  Cross  Society), 
to  the  cause  of  which  Dr.  Hogg  has  devoted  himself  for  a 
good  many  years  past. 

The  Health  of  Paris. — There  were  139  cases  of 
diphtheria  notified  in  Paris  for  the  week  ending  Saturday 
last,  being  an  increase  of  10  over  the  previous  week.  The 
deaths  from  the  same  cause  amounted  to  51,  against  20  the 
week  before,  while  the  average  rate  is  7.  Smallpox  was 
responsible  for  3  deaths,  scarlatina  3,  measles  8,  whooping- 
cough  8,  and  typhoid  fever  4.  The  total  death-rate  was 
946,  being  i"ar  below  the  average,  and  consequently  the 
health  of  the  city  reported  as  very  satisfactory. 

Illegal  Practice  op  Pharmacy. — The  Syndicate  of 

Pharmacists  of  Clermont- Kerrand  has  been  making  a  dead- 
set  against  people  in  this  district  who  have  been  suspected 
of  contravening  the  Pharmary  Act.  Summonses  were  issued 
against  six  religious  bodies,  as  well  as  aaainst  a  grocer,  a 
midwife,  and  a  school  kept  by  priests.  Out  of  these  nine 
summonses  four  of  the  defendants  were  acquitted,  and  the 
rest  sentenced  to  fines  varying  from  25f.  to  50f.,  but  with  the 
benefit  of  the  First  Offenders  Act.  The  syndicate  claimed 
lOOOOf.  damages,  but  only  received  30f.  Unfair  competition 
lias,  however,  been  encouraged  in  the  district — for  a  time,  at 
least. 

The  Ink  op  the  Ancients. — M.  Leidie  communicated 
uninteresting  papir  at  the  Decembtr  meeting  of  the  Paris 
Society  of  Pharmacy,  which  makes  it  tolerably  certain  that 
the  ink  used  by  the  ancients  was  composed  chitlly  of  lamp- 
black. M.  Leidi6  examined  the  contents  of  two  bronze 
cylinders  which  were  found  in  the  ruins  of  a  Roman  villa 
at  Vertault  (Cote-d'Or).  The  cylinders  contained  a  dark 
substance,  which,  it  was  argued,  was  either  an  ointment,  a 
paint,  or  ink.  Chemical  tests  negatived  the  first  two 
suggestions,  and  fir  ally  the  substance  was  identified  as 
lampblack.  Traces  of  copper,  tin,  iron,  and  chalk  were 
found  in  the  ash.  The  ink  was,  therefore,  of  a  nature  like 
the  present-day  Indian  ink. 

Business  Change. — The  special  depot  in  Paris  of  the 
"  Cherry  Blossom  "  perfumery  has  changed  address  this 
month  through  the  expiration  of  lease,  and  is  transferred  to 
Berafs,  the  well-known  Anglo-French  Pharmacy,  14  rue  de 
la  Paix,  wlure  suitable  window-space  is  de  oted  to  a  display 
of  the  goods.  During  the  past  ten  years  or  mi  re  the 
"Cherry  Blossom"  depot  has  been  the  most  prominent 
English  shop  on  the  Grand  Boulevards.  Having  always 
been  kept  open  brilliantly  illuminated  until  10  p.m.,  and 
being  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  the  Ehopfitter's  art  in 
Paris,  it  has  been  looked  upon  as  a  Mecca  of  English  and 
American  residents  and  visitors,  and  one  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  that  remarkable  thoroughfare 

Milk  and  Water — The  fact  that  s^me  policemen 
patrolling  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  on  bicycles 
recently  arrested  a  milkman  as  he  was  in  the  act  of  diluting 
his  milk  from  the  fountains  in  the  Place  de  la  Concorde, 
Paris,  has  given  rise  to  something  approaching  a  scare  here. 
Interviewed  on  the  subject,  M.  Girard,  the  well-known  chief 
chemist  of  the  Paris  Municipal  Laboratory,  says  that  6,000 
samples  of  milk  are  taken  on  an  averaue  annually  by  his 
staff  from  the  various  dairymen  of  the  city.  Of  these  some 
2,000  a:e  usually  found  to  be  adulterated.  Last  year  as 
many  as  1,355  summonses  were  issued  against  backsliding 
milkmen,  but  only  a  small  proportion  (some  200)  were  found 
guilty  of  the  charge  of  adulteration.  In  1896  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  devise  means  of  preventing  th«  adulteration 
of  milk.  The  committee  is  composed  of  eminent  doctors  and 
chemists,  who  in  due  course  issued  a  report  giving  their 
recommendations ;  but,  adds  M.  Girard,  no  notice  was  taken 
of  them  by  the  autho-ities  and  hence  the  present  deplorable 


state  of  things,  as  since  1896  he  adulteration  of  milk  has 
gone  on  increasing. 

Transferring  Disease.  —  A  Paris  newspaper  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  following  little  story  :  — 

America  has  not  the  entire  monopoly  of  medicine  men  Anti- 
toxin treatment  and  the  various  serums  are  all  very  well  in  their 
way,  but  the  latest  medical  discovery  bids  fair  to  leave  them  far 
behind.  It  is  very  simple,  and  it  is  also  infallible  —provided  the 
person  does  not  die  in  the  interval.  The  process  consists  in 
transferring  the  disease  from  the  patient  to  a  tree.  Unfortu- 
nately the  cure  can  only  be  successfully  attempted  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  nights  when  the  moon  is  full.  After  exactly  locating 
the  seat  of  the  disease,  the  "  doctor  "  pricks  ic  with  a  pin  until 
several  drops  of  blood  can  be  collected  on  a  piece  of  blotting- 
paper,  which  is  then  rolled  into  a  ball.  The  patient  then  goes  to 
bed,  and  the  "  doctor  "  takes  a  walk  abroad,  and  when  he  comes 
across  a  likely  tree  makes  an  incision  in  the  bark  and  inserts  the 
paper  pellet.  The  cure  is  then  bound  to  succeed — provided  the 
patient  can  stand  it  three  successive  weeks. 

Duties  on  Colonial  Produce. — On  several  occasions 
we  have  referred  to  the  proposed  maximum  and  minimum 
duties  on  colonial  produce,  and  it  will  be  remembered  fhat 
the  application  of  such  tariffs  was  postponed  until  Feb- 
ruary 24  During  the  postponement  further  representations 
have  been  made  by  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  British  Chamber  in  Pari-,  with  a  view  to  securing  the 
benefits  of  the  minimum  tariff  for  British  colonial  produce, 
or  a  still  further  postponement  pending  the  completion  of 
special  arrangements  between  the  colonies  concerned  and 
the  French  Republic.  As  a  result  of  the  negotiations  a  Bill 
has  been  lodged  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  making  the 
'"ollowing  provisions  relating  to  the  Briti-h  colonies  : — 

(1)  Pending  the  negotiations,  now  nearly  completed,  with 
India,  Ceylon,  Mauritius,  Seychelles,  and  Jamaica,  to  continue 
the  minimum  tariff  to  those  colonies  for  another  year  from 
February  24,  1902 ;  and  (2)  to  continue  by  decree  the  minimum 
tariff  on  the  products  of  the  Straits  Settlements,  Federated  Malay 
States,  and  Hong-Kong  so  long  as  those  colonies  grant  to  French 
merchandise  the  advantages  now  accorded.  As  to  the  other 
British  colonies,  the  general  tariff  will  be  applied  to  their  colonial 
products  on  and  after  February  24  next,  as  the  British  Govern- 
ment is  not  disposed  to  enter  into  a  special  arrangement  with  the 
French  Government  on  their  behalf. 


The  Modern  Twelfth-night  Cake. 

La  Matin  publishes  the  above  cartoon  by  Guillaume,  intended 
to  suggest  an  up-to-date  substitute  for  the  "  bean  "  which  is  con- 
cealed in  French  Twelfth-night  cakes.  The  "  beans,"  being 
usually  made  of  glass  or  porcelain  (in  the  shape  of  babies  or  little 
pigs),  are  often  swallowed  (sometimes  intentionally),  and  may  cause 
appendicitis  ;  hence  the  suggestion  to  introduce  a  pill,  cachet,  or 
pastille,  containing  a  suitable  medicament. 
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Proposed  Exhibition  at  Cape  Town.— An  exhibition 
will  be  held  in  Cape  Town  in  1903.  It  is  to  be  organised 
from  horns,  and  is  intended  mainly  for  the  promotion  of 
business. 

Orange  Kiver  Colony— The  Administration  of  this 
colony  have  under  consideration  the  question  of  the 
registration  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and  also  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  Contract  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants  to  the 
Durban  Corporation  has  been  secured  by  Messrs.  Q  libell 
Brothers,  of  Newark,  through  their  South  African  repre- 
sentative, Mr.  Charles  W.  Holmes. 

A  Visible  Increase.— According  to  the  Hoard  of  Trade 
Journal  the  approximate  value  of  the  drugs  and  chemicals 
entered  for  removal  under  rebate  and  otherwise  from  the 
Cape  Colony  to  the  Transvaal  during  the  nine  months  ended 
Septembsr  1901  was  12  268^.  as  against  45/.  during  the 
corresponding  period  in  1900 

Mr  Kerr  Again.— In  the  Cape  Government  Gazette 
inquiry  is  made  respecting  the  whereabouts  of  "  William 
Henry  Kerr  (a  chemist),  discharged  from  Somerset  HocpitU, 
Cape  Town,  on  11th  April.  1901."  This  shows  that  the 
Government  and  military  officials  do  not  keep  a  sharp  eye 
on  their  men.  Mr.  Kerr  was  technically  in  custody  when 
the  notice  appeared.

In  the  Cape  Messrs.  F.  H.  Faulding  &  Co.,  5\  King 
William's  Street,  Adelaide,  S.  Aust ,  have  applied  to  be 
registered  as  the  proprietors  of  the  trade-mark  "Faulding's 
Australian  Eucalyptus  Oil  (Emu  brand;." 

What  is  a  Ton  ?— The  Natal  merchant  says  2,240  lbs.,  and 
he  got  an  extra  240  lbs.  through  to  the  Transvaal  and  Orange 
Rivev  Colony  for  every  ton  weight  allowed  as  per  permit. 
The  Cape  Government  Railways  discovered  the  irregularity, 
and  were  quick  to  acquaint  the  military  authorities  that  a 
tun  in  South  Africa  means  2,000  lbs.,  so  now  the  permits  are 
issued  in  lbs  ,  and  the  Colonial  ton  is  to  stand.  The 
merchant  in  Natal  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  bit  "slick,"  and 
the  pity  of  it  is  that  those  at  the  shank  end  of  South  Africa 
did  not  try  on  the  same  thing.  Perhaps  they  have,  bat  in 
any  case  Durbanites  got  an  extra  240  lbs.  through  for  every 
permit  in  favor  of  tons,  and  an  extra  few  pounds  is  worth 
trying  for  in  these  times. 

Shop  Items— Mr.  W.  N.  Cooper,  of  the  West  End, 
Ktmberley,  was  visited  by  thieves  a  short  while  since.  They 
got  away  with  about  1501.  worth  of  goods.  A  little  liter  in 
the  month  his  store  was  flooded,  doing  considerable  damige 
to  the  stock.  He  has  the  sympathy  of  the  local  trade,  writes 
cur  correspondent —Mr.  Tnane,  for  many  years  with  Mr. 
A.  Davison,  Kimberley,  has  opened  a  drug-store  in  the 
Du  Toitspan  Road,  while  Mr.  Gar  wood,  formerly  with  Lennon 
(Limited)  is  about  to  open  in  the  same  thoroughfare  on  his 
own  account.— Mr.  N.  O.  Ruffel,  Kimberley,  who  has  been 
down  to  the  coast  on  vacation,  is  building  in  Da  Toitspan 
Road;— Mr.  W.  Gasson,  Kimbsrley,  finds  his  business  out 
growing  his  present  premises,  and  an  addition  thereto  is  in 
under  way.— Mr.  K.  James,  dispensing  chemist,  Market 
Square,  Port  Elizabeth,  has  taken  into  partnership  his 
assistant,  Mr.  D.  E.  F.  McNaughton,  M.P.S.G.B  ,  and  will 
henceforth  carry  on  business  under  the  title  of  K.  James 
&  Co. 

Searching  for  Petroleum  —Renewed  efforts  to  discover 
both  coal  and  rock  oil  are  being  made  in  the  Western 
Province  of  Cape  Colony  near  Cape  Town,  but  with  what 
succjss  has  not  yet  transpired.  Those  interested  are  mo:t 
sanguine;  at  the  same  time  they  declined  to  mike  any 


statement  to  a  representative  ot  the  C.  <y  D.  wuu  visited  the 
borings.  Coal  would  be  a  very  welcome  factor  in  this  part 
of  the  Colony,  and  would  prove  a  better  source  of  wealth  to 
the  district  than  a  gold  reef  The  present  price  ruling  for 
both  South  African  and  imported  coal  is  prohibitive,  and 
accounts  for  the  lack  of  local  industries.  Opinions  differ  as 
to  whether  petroleum  has  ever  been  located  in  the  Colony. 
Certain  persons  de  flare  they  have  undoubted  proofs  of  it, 
while  those  who  should  know  and  under  whose  notice  the 
reported  "discoveries"  from  time  to  time  have  come 
officially  are  equally  emphatic  in  the  negative.  As  a  matter 
of  tact,  the  only  sample  of  any  soil,  rock,  or  liquid  that  has 
proved  by  analyses  to  be  impregnated  with  rock  oil  came 
from  Mashonaland  some  years  aao,  while  the  many  local 
analyses  failed  to  trace  other  than  floating  vegetable  oils, 
which  clearly  indicates  that  the  stuff  had  baen  skimmed 
from  water  contained  in  old  wells  or  stagnant  pools.  It  is 
understood  that  certain  Americans  are  the  instigators  of 
the  present  search,  an!  that  money  is  no  object. 


Condition  of  Trade. 

(From  Special  Correspondence.) 

East  London,  December  19,  1901. — -The  wholesale  trade  here 
has  been  fairly  good  during  the  past  six  months,  and  compares 
favourably  with  that  of  the  first  part  of  the  year.  Martial  law, 
as  was  only  to  be  expected,  has  interfered  somewhat  with  our 
ordinary  business  relationships,  especially  that  of  the  immediate 
interior,  and  we  are  greatly  handicapped  through  the  great  delays 
in  connection  with  both  the  landing  and  delivering  of  cargo. 
That  we  are  no  worse  off  in  this  respect  than  other  Capo  porta  is, 
to  say  the  least,  but  poor  consolation. 

Business  in  the  retail  shows  a  slight  falling  off,  duo,  no  doubt, 
to  the  departure  of  the  refugees  and  the  absence  of  up-country 
visitors.  Even  the  most  sanguine  of  our  druggists  never  enter- 
tained the  idea  that  this  section  of  business  would  continue  to 
keep  the  level  of  the  past  two  years,  consequently  the  decline 
was  expected.  Preparations  for  the  Christmas  trade  are  in 
evidence  on  evei'y  side. 

Kimberley,  December  20,  1901. — Business  generally  continues 
brisk  at  this  centre.  Apart  from  the  presence  of  the  military 
men,  who  bring  good  business,  the  mines  are  such  a  source  of 
wealth  to  Kimberley  as  to  make  the  place  self-supporting.  The 
permit-system  seems  to  work  fairly  well,  or,  perhaps,  it  is  that 
we  are  getting  more  used  to  it,  at  the  same  time  we  are  anxiously 
looking  forward  to  the  time  when  permits  will  be  considered 
relics  of  the  past.  Great  difficulty  is  being  experienced  all 
round  in  importing  photographic  goods  and  similar  iterm  not 
considered  necessities  by  the  military  authorities.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  new  year  will  bring  us  bettsr  transport-facilities 
from  the  coast. 

Cape  Town,  December  26,  1901. — -The  trade  at  this  port  has 
fluctuated  considerably  during  the  past  six  months.  Just  at- 
present  permits  are  coming  in  more  freely  from  the  inland  towns, 
but  holiday-calls  may  have  influenced  them,  and  the  ordinary 
hampered  conditions  will  be  in  evidence  again  soon.  Opinions 
are  diversified  as  to  whether  the  obstacles  put  in  the  way  of 
travel  and  transport  by  the  nrlitary  authorities  are  absolutely 
necessary.  It  would  be  difficult  to  depict  the  plight  of  the  trade 
generally  if  these  authorities  had  not  to  reckon  with  the  Cape 
Government.  The  stand  the  Government  has  taken  in  the 
interests  of  the  people  ig  not  generally  known  nor  appreciated  as 
it  should  be.  Large  stocks  are  being  held  by  local  merchants, 
and  the  delay  in  landing  cargo,  extending  over  montha  in  soine 
cases,  has  forced  the  small  importer  to  rely  mora  and  more  on 
the  wholesaler  for  his  supplies ;  prices  have,  therefore,  main- 
tained themselves  all  round,  and  there  is  a  strong  tendency  to 
force  high  prices.  The  Christmas  preparations  quite  equalled 
those  of  previous  years,  but  it  is  a  question  whether  so  great  a 
turnover  has  been  done  as  was  anticipated.  The  departure  of  the 
refugees  from  the  peninsula  will  make  itself  felt  early  in  the 
new  year ;  something  like  a  slump  will  result  unless  the  transient 
population  increases.  Practically  no  wholesale  trade  ha^  yet  been 
done  with  the  Transvaal  from  this  city,  nor  does  there  appear  to 
be  any  prospect  of  it.  The  value  of  the  drugs  and  chemicals  im- 
ported into  Cape  Colony  during  the  eleven  months  which  ended 
on  November  30,  1901,  was  270,429/.,  against  203,210/.  for  the 
corresponding  period  in  1900.  The  importations  of  dynamit  I 
and  blasting  compounds  amounted  to  84,070/.  in  value,  against 
53,609?.  in  1900.

Invading  Russia. — Permission  bas  been  granted  for 
importation  into  Russia  of  "  Benson's  Piaster,"  Seabury  k 
Johnson's  "Strengthening  Plaster,"  and  Scott's  Emulsion. 

The  Advance  of  Woman.— Miss  Ida  Freudenheim,  of 
Konig-bt-rg,  has  passed  the  State  examination  in  dentistry  at 
the  Breslau  University,  and  is  consequently  a  qualified 
practical  dentist.  She  is  the  first  wc  man  to  enter  the  pro- 
fession in  Germany. — The  second  lady  chemist  to  qualify  in 
Germany  i-i  Miss  Johanna  Reder,  of  Stuttgart.  She  has 
only  recently  passed  her  examination,  and  is  on  the 
outlook  for  employment. 

Only  Synthetic  Indigo  Now.— The  Prussian  War  Office 
has  deceed  that  in  future  all  military  cloth  is  to  be  dyed 
with  German  artificial  indigo,  instead  of  with  the  raw 
vegetable  dye  as  formerly,  the  artificial  product  having  been 
founH  to  be  as  lasting  as  the  other,  and  of  a  clearer  and 
brighter  shade.  The  cloth-manufacturers  are  to  be  allowed 
to  supply  next, year's  requirements  with  the  old  kind  of  cloth, 
to  enable  tbcm  to  use  up  their  stocks  of  vegetable  indigo. 

Formosan  Opium  and  Camphor  Monopolies. — A 
Japanese  vernacular  paper  publishes  an  alarming  account  of 
the  falling-off  iD  the  revenue  of  the  Formosan  Government. 
It  is  stated  that  the  actual  receipts  from  the  opium-monopoly 
are  between  700,000  yen  and  1,000,030  yen  below  the  esti- 
mate, while  the  receipts  from  the  camphor-monopoly  are 
1,200.000  yen  below  the  estimate.  The  falling-off  in  the 
latter  is  attributable  to  the  competition  with  the  camphor 
produced  in  Japan. 

The  Doctor  Now  Blamed.— In  our  issue  of  January  4 
(page  5)  particulars  are  given  of  an  alleged  mistake  in 
connection  with  a  chemist's  prescription  whereby  Mile. 
Orieze,  Maid  of  Honour  to  the  Queen  of  G.  eece,  was  nearly 
poisoned.  The  latest;  report  states  that  Dr.  Oatanow,  a 
Russian,  who  prescribed  the  medicine,  and  who  had  an  even 
narrower  escape,  is  not  looked  upon  with  favour  by  ths 
Greek  physicians,  who  no  w  declare  that  there  wa*  no  mistake 
on  the  part  of  the  chemist,  but  that  the  drug  ordered 
(thiosinamine)  was  a  poisonous  one,  and  ought  not  to  have 
been  prescribed.  Dr.  Catanow  has  retorted  by  offering  to 
swallow  ten  of  the  powders  in  the  presence  of  the  members 
of  the  medical  faculty.  So  far  his  offer  has  not  been 
accepted.  Both  the  doctor  and  his  patient  have  now  com- 
pletely recovered. 

Dutch  Pharmacy.— According  to  an  article  published 
recently  in  the  Pharm.  WeeJtbl.  on  the  future  of  Dutch 
phaimacy,  it  can  only  be  impioved  by  being  taken  over  by 
the  State. — After  an  existence  of  fifty-eiuht  years  the 
Nederlandsch  Tijdschrift  roor  Pharmaoie,  Chcmic  en  Toxi- 
cologic, edited  by  Professor  Dr.  H.  Wefers  Bettink,  and 
Apotheker  Gulden.- teeden  EgeliDg,  expired  with  the 
December  number.  It  is  to  Le  replaced  by  a  special  organ 
of  toe  Nederlandsch  Maatschappij  ter  Vervorderung  der 
l'harmacie,  the  first  number  of  which  was  published  on 
January  1,  1902  — The  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia  Committee 
have  notified  their  intention  of  adopting  home  and  Dutch 
co'onial  products  as  far  as  possible  in  the  compilation  of  the 
new  Pharmacopoeia.  They  intend,  eg  ,  to  insert  Curacao 
aloes  in  the  place  of  Cape  aloes,  and  are  inviting  the  opinion 
of  all  doctors  in  the  Kingdom  on  the  matter. 

Condensed  Milk. —The  Government  analyst  of  Tasmania, 
in  his  annual  report  for  1900,  condemns  the  use  of  con- 
densed milk  in  the  feeding  of  infants.  Mr.  Ward  says :, 
"  Toe  coming  generation  Is  shamefully  maltreated  if  fed  on 
condensed  milk  according  to  some  of  the  directions  on  the 
tins.  Most  of  these  are  positively  dangerous,  and  infants  so 
fed  must  be  either  half-starved  or  swamped  and  tortured  by 
an  enormous  excess  of  water.  To  take  one  case,  it  is  directed 
to  add  no  less  than  18  parts  of  water  to  1  of  condensed 
milk,  and  the  effect  of  this  would  be  that  a  child  must 
drink  no  less  than  seven  times  more  water,  to  obtain  the 
same  amount  of  mi  k  solids,  than  would  be  the  case  if  he 
or  she  were  properly  fed  on  human  milk  of  average  quality. 
Even  then,  this  washy  mixture  would  be  entirely  wrong  as 
regards  the  proper  proportions  of  the  various  ingredients, 
not  to  mention  the  possible  ill  effects  of  the  preservative 


present.  The  added  cane-sugar  improves  matters  to  some 
slight  extent,  but  it  is  not  a  natural  constituent  of  milk." 

Japanese  Opium-monopoly. — During  the  financial  year 
ended  M*roh,  1900,  the  Japanese  Government  marie  a  profit 
of  about  94,000/.  from  the  opium-monopoly  in  Formosa  alone. 
The  value  of  th«  imports  to  the  island  was  360  461/,  an 
increase  over  1899  of  more  than  65,0007.  In  1899  the  import 
was  almost  entirely  from  Persia,  but  in  1900,  563  cwt., 
valued  at  47,927/.,  came  from  Benares,  against  only  12  cwt., 
valued  at  735/.,  in  1899.  The  imported  opium  is  "  prepared  " 
at  the  Government  factory  at  Taipeh,  after  which  it  is 
distributed  to  the  various  local  Government  offices  throughout 
the  island.  Thence  it  is  sent  to  agents,  who  in  thpir  turn 
supply  the  dealers.  At  the  end  of  Dacember,  1900,  there 
were  165,752  licensed  opium  smokers  in  the  island,  152,950 
of  whom  were  male  and  12  802  female,  giving  a  percentage 
of  6  18  of  thr:  total  population  as  against  a  percentage  of 
5  29  in  1899.  Persons  licensed  to  engage  in  the  opium- 
business  numbered  3,028,  and  there  were  648  cases  of 
infringement  of  the  opium  law  during  1900  The  value  of 
the  drug  supplied  to  the  dealers  in  the  different  districts 
was  nearly  450,000/. 


American  motes. 


Linseed-oil  Adulteration. — The  adulteration  of  linseed 
oil  is  becoming  a  common  practice  both  in  New  York  and 
other  cities,  in  spite  of  many  arrests  and  fines.  Recent  high 
price  has  been  the  cause  of  it,  and  among  the  adulterants 
used  are  corn,  cottonseed,  petroleum  and  other  mineral  oils. 

A  Plaster-of-Paris  Combination — The  United  States 
Gypsum  Company  is  the  title  of  a  combination  in  which  the 
interests  of  twenty-seven  gypsum-factories  are  said  to  have 
been  merged.  The  purpose  of  the  consolidation,  it  is  asserted, 
is  to  develop  the  use  of  gypsum  plaster  in  the  market  against 
that  of  lime. 

Rewarding  the  W'orkers. — By  the  will  of  the  late 
Mr.  Edward  Kemp,  of  the  firm  of  Lanman  &  Kemp, 
drug-merchants  and  perfumers,  New  York,  $50,000  is  to  be 
distributed  among  the  employes  of  the  firm  who  have 
served  more  than  five  years.  Mr.  George  Massey,  for  faithful 
services,  gets  $50,000  on  the  death  of  the  testator's  widow. 

Southern  Soat  Combine. — A  movement  has  been  started 
at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  consolidate  all  the  Southern  manu- 
facturers of  soap.  The  Georgia  Soap  Company  has  been 
approached  in  the  matter.  E.  O.  Miles,  secretary  of  this 
company,  says  the  proposed  combine  only  intends  to  reform 
abuses  in  the  business,  not  to  regulate  prices.  He  adds  that 
manufacturers  of  soap  in  Savannah,  Macon,  the  Virginia- 
Carolina  Cnemical  Company,  and  manufacturers  at  Nashville 
and  other  Southern  places  will  go  into  the  proposed  associa- 
tion, which  will  also  affiliate  with  similar  associations  in  the 
East  and  West. 

Platinum  in  Wyoming. — Professor  Wilbur  C.  Knight 
has  written  a  report  on  the  discovery  of  platinum  in  Carbon 
County,  Wyoming.  The  indications  are  that  the  metal 
occurs  in  considerable  quantity.  The  Rambler  Mine,  from 
which  the  platinum  comes,  yields  copper  pyrites,  and  it  was 
only  through  unaccountable  variations  in  the  assays  that  the 
rarer  and  more  valuable  metal  was  brought  to  light.  The 
discovery  was  made  by  Dr.  L.  D.  Godshall,  manager  of  the 
Boston  and  Wyoming  Smelter  Company.  It  is  not  yet  known 
whether  the  platinum  is  in  the  copper  or  in  the  iron  pyrites 
which  accompanies  it,  or  both. 

Incorporated  — The  firm  of  Gilpin,  Langdon  &  Co.,  for 
fifty-six  years  engaged  in  the  wholesale  drug-business  and 
as  drug-millers  at  Baltimore,  has  been  incorporated  as  a 
stock  company  at  Trenton,  N  J.,  with  a  capital  stock  of 
$250  000.  Mr.  H.  B.  Gilpin  and  Mr.  Charles  F.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Manchester  Section. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on  January  10, 
Dr.  Grossmann  in  the  chair,  and  was  devoted  to  general 
communications.  Dr.  Gerland  (Accrington)  gave  a  resume 
of  his  investigations  in  the  estimation  of 

SMALL  QUANTITIES  OF  ARSENIC. 

He  said  that,  supposing  arsenic  to  be  dissolved  with  some 
organic  or  other  foreign  substance,  the  safest  way  to 
separate  the  arstmc  was  by  means  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen. 
If  the  quautity  of  ar-euic  was  very  small  it  frequently, 
happened  tbat  the  sulphide  of  arsenic  remained  in  solution 
in  a  colloidal  state.  To  get  over  this  difficulty  it  was  only 
necessary  to  add  a  small  quantity  of  aay  metal  precipitated 
by  that  gas — bismuth  by  preference.  A  very  small  amount 
of  bismuth  would  bring  down  the  arsenic  completely,  and 
that  precipitate  could  be  readily  filtered  aud  washed.  By 
treatment  with  ammonium  carbonate  the  arse.de  was 
dissolved  out  in  a  pure  condition.  The  solution  evaporated 
lett  the  arsenic  as  a  sulphide,  and  that,  being  fluxed  with 
a  small  quantity  of  sodium  carbonate  and  nitrate  of 
potassium,  gave  aa  arseniate.  By  treatment  with  sulpiuric 
acid  all  the  nitric  and  nitrous  acids  was  expelled,  and  the 
arsenic  was  left  as  arsenic  pentoxide  in  the  presence  of 
sulphuric  acid,  and  sulphates  of  potassium  and  sodium,  and 
couid  be  readily  estimated  by  various  methods,  especially 
by  the  use  of  iodine. 

VANADIUM. 

Dr.  Gerland  said  he  had  received  a  communication  from 
Mr.  R.  Frenzal,  who  had  a  quarry  of  sandstone  impregnated 
with  vanadium  in  the  United  States,  and  was  preparing 
vanadium  pentoxide  at  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  Mr.  Frenzal  will 
send  samples  of  ground  ore  to  anyone  interested,  but  his 
address  was  not  given. 


Eastbourne  Chemists'  Association. 

The  inaugural  dinner  of  this  Association  took  place  at 
Runge's  Royal  Restaurant,  Eastbourne,  on  January  8,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  President  of  the  Association  (Mr.  J. 
Senior).  Tnere  was  a  good  attendance  of  members,  com- 
prising most  of  the  principal  chemists  of  the  town,  and  in- 
cluding Messrs.  Senior,  Price,  Browne,  Hirmer,  Marchant, 
Packer,  Earnshaw,  Routly,  Charters,  Temple,  and  Fletcher. 
A  recherche  repast  was  provided,  after  which  the  usual  loyal 
and  patriotic  toasts  were  drunk,  and  there  were  also  included 
those  of  "The  President,"  "Our  Association,"  " Executive 
Officers,"  and  "  Visiturs."  An  excellent  musical  programme 
was  sustain^  by  Messrs.  G.  S.  Jinman,  J.  T.  Parsons,  H.  D. 
Smith,  and  F.  E.  Packer,  with  Mr  Page  as  accompanist.  In 
the  course  of  the  evening  it  was  mentioned  that  the  Society 
had  established  an  early-closing  movement — viz.,  at  5  o'clock 
on  Wednesday  evenings  during  the  year,  with  the  exception 
of  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  Septemoer. 


Young'  Chemists'  Association. 

A  general  meeting  of  this  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Asso- 
ciation was  held  in  Lockhart's  Cafe  Grainger  Street,  on 
January  8.  The  President  (Mr.  Barry  Noble)  gave  a  short 
address  emphasising  the  fact  that  upon  the  rising  young 
generation  rested  the  responsibility  of  the  future  status  of 
the  calling.  He  thought  young  chemists  should  know  the 
B  P.  thoroughly,  and  in  order  to  encourage  them  to  acquire 


this  knowledge  ue  offered  a  copy  ot  Ramington'es  "Phar- 
macy "  to  be  compct  sd  for  at  the  end  of  the  session. 
M>\  Weden  Sims  then  gave  a  paper  on  "Is  our  calling 

A  Trade  or  a  Profession?" 

which  called  forth  much  discussion,  in  which  Messrs. 
Murdoch,  Hollingsworth,  Nimmo  Scott,  Wilson, 
Katzner,  and  Usher  took  part  Mr.  vVeden  Sims  took  the 
professional  aspect,  holding  that  a  chemist  is  very  different 
from  a  grocer  in  that  the  properties  of  the  drugs  he  sella 
are  known  to  him,  whilst  the  grocer  knows  little  beyond 
what  profit  he  is  getting  on  his  goods.  The  meeting 
decided  that  so  long  as  the  callings  of  the  chemist  aud  the 
druggist  continued  to  be  combined,  so  long  would  it  be  a 
mixture,  the  chemist  bein^  a  professional  man,  and  the 
druggist  a  mere  trader  in  drugs. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  MEETING  of  this  Association  was  held  on  January  13, 
at  the  Church  House,  Dewsoury,  the  President  (Mr.  W. 
Stead)  in  the  chair.  Several  subjects  were  discussed.  Tb.3 
first  was  the 

Suggested  Federation 

of  chemists'  associations  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  Walker)  had  approacued  associations 
in  the  Riding,  and  now  reported  that  trie  Stieffiild  and  Leed} 
o  ganisatioos  decided  against  joining  such  a  feieration.  The 
HuddersQeld  Association  was  in  favour  of  the  propo-al,  but 
other  organisations  had  not  replied.  The  Saelii  .-Id  Ph  trin.i- 
ceutical  and  Chemical  Society  stated  that  in  tneir  opinion  it 
is  undesirable  that  a  federation  should  be  formed,  as  the 
multiplicity  of  organisations  one  within  another  tends  t> 
hinder  rather  than  promote  the  progress  of  pharmacy. 
In  view  of  the  approaching  Dewsbury 

Parliamentary  Election, 

the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  S  iciety  asking  for  his  opinion  as  to  the 
advisability  of  approaching  the  three  candidates  in  the 
interests  of  pharmicy,  and  to  suggest  points  to  bring  before 
the  candidates. 

Pharmaceutical  Education. 

On  the  question  of  local  classes  suggested  by  the  Federa- 
tion of  Local  Associations  the  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  that 
ample  facilities  were  provided  in  the  West  Riding  by  the 
Leeds,  Hnddersfield,  and  Bradford  Technical  Colleges  and 
other  technical  schools.  It  was  felt  that  these  institutions 
should  be  considered  in  any  schema  that  was  propounded, 
and,  subject  to  this  recognition  being  given,  the  Association 
was  in  favour  of  provincial  schools  of  pharmicy.  The 
members  wers  also  in  favour  of  a  compulsory  curriculum  if  ft 
opera  ed  through  the  local  schools,  but  would  oppose  it  if  it 
meant  the  students  noing  to  London.  They  also  supported 
tae  division  of  the  Minor  examination.  In  regard  to  appren- 
ticeships the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  that  the 
difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  the  Dewsoury  district, 
which  existed  almost  throughout  the  country,  in  obtaining 
suitable  youths  as  apprentices.  Tne  members  were  of 
opinion  that  this  was  not  attributable  to  the  high  standard 
of  education  that  was  necessary,  but  to  the  wretched 
remuneration  which  pharmacy  commanded.  Other  trades 
offered  better  remuneration  for  far  less  expense.  Mr.  Broad- 
head  regarded  the  question  as  a  serious  one.  Thirty  years 
ago,  when  chemists  were  doing  well  in  Dewsbury,  there  was 
no  difficulty  in  getting  apprentices.  N  >w  the  trade  was 
quite  uninviting  to  youths,  and  he  knew  several  who  had  left 
the  trade  to  enter  the  Civil  Service  or  obtain  clerkships  in  the 
Navy,  or  become  chartered  accountants,  because  the  outlook 
was  better  in  chose  spheres.  Lads  knew  as  well  as  they  did 
that  even  men  who  had  baen  in  the  business  for  years  were 
being  pushed  out. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  January  14, 
the  President  (Mr.  Hanson)  in  the  chair. 

The  Proposed  Federation, 
In  reference  to  the  proposal  of  the  Dewsbury  Association 
to  federate  the  various  associations  of  the  West  Riding,  Mr.

Silson  said  they  were  pushing  chaps  at  Dewsbury,  and  he 
would  not  be  one  to  restrain  them,  but  he  should  ltke  to 
know  whether  the  motive  of  this  movement  was  genuine  in 
its  aspect,  or  was  restricted  to  purely  local  purposes. 
Alderman  DUNN  al-o  asked  for  information  as  to  the  object 
of  the  proposed  Federation.  The  President  said  he  looked 
upon  it  that  the  object  of  the  Federation  would  enable 
them  to  show  a  bo'i  front  in  case  of  any  legislation  that 
might  be  proposed  affecting  the  Associations  or  the  members. 
He  thought  it  would  be  rath<-r  a  good  thing  to  have  a 
Federation.  Alderman  Dunn  .-ai  I  it  had  struck  him  that  this 
proposed  Federation  of  West  Riding  Associations  would 
somewhat  hamper  the  cxi-ting  Federation  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Associations.  He  could  see  that  oftentimes  a  meeting 
of  the  various  associations  of  the  We.<-t  Riding  might  be  con- 
vcued  and  could  be  ot  very  great  service,  but  in  such  cases 
why  should  they  not  approach  the  present  Federation  with 
a  view  to  holding  meetings  ?  He  suggested  that  they  should 
adjourn  the  consideration  of  the  matter  in  order  to  see  what 
stops  were  being  taken  by  other  associations,  especially  as 
they  had  little  or  no  information  as  to  what  was  the  cbject 
of  I  lie  proposed  Federation.  Mr.  MARSHALL  said  he  did  not 
see  why  there  should  not  be  any  special  meeting  of  the  West 
Riding  associations  without  the  formation  of  a  West  Rising 
Federation.  UltiroaUly  it  was  decided  that  the  Hon. 
Secretary  should  write  asking  for  further  information. 

Provincial  Schools  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Hon'.  SECRETARY  said  he  had  received  a  letter  from 
the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  asking  the 
Association  to  consider  and  report  as  to  what  educational 
facilities  existed  for  apprentices  and  i  s.-dstants  in  their 
districts  Intiinat  ly  associated  with  the  foregoing,  it  was 
stated,  were  the  questi  >ns  of  a  compulsory  curriculum,  the 
division  of  the  Minor,  the  relationship  between  master  and 
pupil,  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  apprentices.  Tnese 
points  in  tl  e  circular  letter  were  dealt  with  seriatim.  Mr. 
Silson.  junior,  said  that  Bradford  was  well  supplied  with 
educational  institutions,  and  Mr.  Silson  said  if  they  were 
going  to  have  a  curriculum  they  must  have  schools.  Alder- 
man Dunn  asked  if  the  schools  had  to  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  which  Mr. 
Sii.Son  replied  that  he  supposed  thev  would  read  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  and  The  Chemist  and  Dkuggist, 
but  toe  Hon.  Secretary  added  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
do  not  recognise  any  school  except  their  own.  Alderman 
Dunn  thought  the  first  point  would  be  met  if  they  forwarded 
to  the  Federation  a  syllabus  of  the  Bradford  Technical 
College,  Mr.  Silson  adding  that  it  might  also  be  stated  that 
the  Association  had  taken  steps  to  provide  for  special  educa- 
tion ;  Mr.  MARSHALL  remarking  that  the  classes  are  not 
well  attended. 

Mr.  Silson  :  That  is  the  cry  anywhere ;  no  one  attends 
classes  unless  he  is  forced  Mr.  Silson  went  on  to  say  that 
if  they  were  to  have  a  compulsory  curriculum  it  seemed  to 
him  to  be  making  a  profession — it  was  really  going  to  be 
above  a  trade — and  that  would  do  away,  he  thought,  with 
apprentices.  The  step  would  seem  to  be  following  the 
course  of  the  medical  profession.  He  thought  they  should 
either  go  in  for  a  good  honest  trade,  or  a  good  straight 
up-and-down  honest  profession.  Alderman  DUNN  said  if 
they  had  a  curriculum  they  should  have  something  to  look 
forward  to  at  the  end  of  the  curriculum.  If  they  had  a 
curriculum  they  must  have  protection.  It  must  be  illegal 
for  otherwise  than  qualified  men  to  keep  a  shop  and  sell 
medicine.  Until  th*v  had  protection  of  that  kind  a 
curriculum  would  b-  di  astrous 

The  discussion  ended  iu  the  passing  of  a  resolution  that 
so  long  as  unquali  ied  persons  are  permitted  to  keep  open 
shop  the  enforcement,  of  a  curriculum  would  inflict  serious 
injustice  upon  regis' ered  chemists  and  druggists. 

The  Association  decided  in  favour  of  a  division  of  the 
Minor  <  r  qualifying  examination.  The  other  questions  were 
deft  l  red.

Century  Thermal  Cabinets  —The  manufacturers  of 
these  cabinets,  writing  in  regard  to  our  note  of  last  week, 
say  they  do  not  offer  in  their  circular  entire  control  to  any 
one  chem'st.  The  wording  implies  that  the  control  of  the 
territory  will  be  placed  alter  the  cabinet  has  been  tested. 
Their  object  is  to  get  a  chemht  to  use  the  cabinet,  and  they 
then  look  to  arranging  territorial  rights  with  him,  on  the 
lines  set  forth  in  another  circular,  wherein  the  retailer  is 
called  upon  to  place  an  order  for  one  dozen  cabinets  at  a 
special  discount  of  torn-  42|  per  cent.  Immediately  that 
certificate  is  placed  all  other  applicants  in  the  same  territory 
are  quoted  at  25  per  cent  discount,  and  the  orders  are 
executed  through  the  party  who  holds  the  certificate.  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  of  all  recipients  of  the  circular  to 
which  we  referred  last  week  "the  man  who  U  the  best 
hustler,  and  who  gets  out  right  away  and  tests  the  merit  of 
our  article,  is  the  man  who  will  get  control,  to  the  exclusion 
of  all  others"  That  is  the  company's  statement  made 
through  Mr  Pointing,  but  another  c  ^respondent  in  this 
issue  (page  93)  throws  further  light  on  the  matter,  and  we 
have  more  correspondence  expressing  dissatisfaction. 

Olive  Oil  —  Mr.  Fredk.  Boehm's  pamphlet  on  olive  oil 
to  which  brief  reference  has  already  been  made  in  the  C.  &  B. 
contains  much  useful  commercial  information  regarding  the 
present  condition  of  the  industry.  Firstly,  the  botanical 
oiigin,  habitat,  and  character  of  the  olive-tree  are  described, 
then  follow  the  methods  of  preparation  and  classification  of 
the  oil,  each  country  being  dealt  with  in  turn.  Spain  easily 
takes  the  first  place  a<  regards  production,  which  is  estimated 
at  not  less  than  300,000  tons  annually,  the  bulk  of  which  is 
suitable  for  lubricatintr-purposes  only.  As  regards  Italy  the 
recent  plague  has  left  its  mark  on  the  production,  and 
year  after  year  seasons  that  began  with  promise  have  ended 
in  disaster.  Italy  has,  therefore,  lost  much  of  its  position  as 
a  constant  supplier  of  large  quantities  of  olive  oil  to  foreign 
countries  Indeed,  it  has  had  to  purchase  considerable 
amounts  from  Spain,  Tunis,  and  Algiers,  as  witnessed  by  the 
imp  Ttation  of  15  400  tuns  during  1900.  The  term  "Lucca" 
oil,  which  represented  the  finest  edible  oil  in  the  world,  has 
now  fallen  into  disrepute  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  adultera- 
tion and  "  blending,"  and  so  shameless  has  this  substitution 
become,  says  the  compiler,  that  a  large  amount  of  the  oil 
sold  in  Florence  flasks  is  cottonseed  oil,  pure  and  simple. 
Other  countries  producing  olive  oil  are  Algiers  (which  has 
increised  its  exports  during  the  last  three  or  four  years), 
Aust-ia,  France,  Greece,  the  Levant,  Sicily,  Morocco,  Tunis, 
and  United  Sratss.  Space  is  devoted  to  a  brief  summary  of 
the  physical  and  chemical  characteristics  of  olive  oil,  and  the 
last  two  sections  of  the  monograph  describe  plant-pests  and 
the  uses  of  olive  oil,  together  with  two  useful  tables,  ore 
showing  the  value  of  oil  imported  into  the  U.K  ,  the  other 
being  a  parity  tab  e.  A  coloured  map  of  the  Mediterranean 
Coast,  showing  the  olive-oil  producing  districts  is  inserted 
in  the  pamphlet.

Emulsions— {continued). 

T^OG-EMULSIONS  are  an  important  branch  of  dispensing. 
1  Sometimes  they  are  tht;  m-ans  of  presenting  de- 
mulcent remedies  under  the  most  favourable  conditions; 
at  others,  of  disguising  the  ta9te  of  nauseous  compounds. 
They  should  be  freshly  mide,  but  are  more  stable  than  is 
generally  supposed. 

Half  the  yolk  of  an  egg  will  b3  amply  sufficient  for  the 
small  quantity  of  emulsion  (reduced  from  3.  4,  and  6  oz  )  in 
the  following  illustrations.  Break  the  shell  of  the  egg  on 
the  side  of  a  glass  measure,  and  dexterously  pour  out  the 
yolk  on  a  slab;  free  it  from  albumen  (on  a  large  scale  not 
necessary),  and  by  the  sharp  action  of  a  palette-knife  divide 
it  into  equal  portions,  to  serve  for  two  emulsions. 

This  requires  skill  and  quickness— very  desirable  attain- 
ments.

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  remind  dispensers  that 
yolk-of-egg  emulsion  is  the  best  method  of  administering  oil 
of  turpentine,  while  mucilage  is  conrra-indicated,  according 
to  the  statement  in  the  "  Pharmacologia,"  "  by  rubbing  up 
oil  of  turpentine  with  mucilage  we  do  but  render  it  more 
pungent  and  difficult  to  swallow."

TlIIOCOL  IN  DlARRHCEA. 

Dr.  M.  T.  Schnierer,  Vienna,  records  in  the  Nourcaux 
Remcdcs  some  excellent  results  obtained  in  treating  diarrhoea 
by  the  use  of  thiocol.  The  dose  of  the  drug  is  6  gr.  three 
times  a  day. 

Phenolphthalein  as  a  Purgative. 

Under  the  name  of  "Purgo,"  phenolphthalein,  in  tablets 
of  01  and  0'15  gramme  each,  has  been  introduced  as  a 
purgative.  The  dose  given  above  acts  in  from  two  to  five 
hours,  but  in  the  case  of  bed-ridden  patients  the  dose  needs 
to  be  increased. — Apoth.  Zeitung. 

Gluconic  Acid 

is  suggested  in  the  treatment  of  diabetic  coma  in  place  of 
glucose.  Gluconic  acid  is  formed  from  dextrose  by  oxida- 
tion with  bromine-water,  and  is  used  in  doses  of  from  50  gr. 
to  70  gr.  in  alkalinised  water.  Sodium  bicarbonate  is 
freely  administered  when  the  patient  is  taking  gluconic  acid. 

Sarsaparilla  of  some  Good. 

Dr  T.  Sutton  writes  to  the  Medical  Press  in  praise  of 
sarsaparilla  for  chronic  syphilis.  Very  bad  cases  are  often 
improved  at  once  under  sarsaparilla,  but  mercury-vapour 
baths  and  dietetic  treatment  were  used  at  the  same  time  in 
some  cases.  Chronic  syphilis  with  skin  lesions  is  a  form  of 
the  disease  quickly  benefited  by  sarsaparilla.  The  patient  is 
directed  to  purchase  the  most  expensive  kind,  make  a  fresh 
decoction  daily,  and  take  a  pint  each  day.

Dysentery-treatment. 

At  the  Deelfontein  Hospital  Dr.  G.  E.  Richmond  obtained 
good  results  from  the  use  of  sulphur  and  Dover's  powder  in 
dysentery.  The  precise  action  of  the  sulphur  in  the  intes- 
tines is  not  known,  but  it  is  supposed  that  sulphuretted 
hydrogen  and  other  sulphur  derivatives  are  formed,  and 
inhibit  the  growth  of  the  micro-organism  of  dysentery 
Twenty  grains  of  sublimed  sulphur,  with  5  gr.  of  Dover's 
powder,  is  given  every  four  hours. 

The  New  Haemostatic. 

Suprarenal  extract  is  coming  into  use  as  a  hemostatic. 
It  has  been  of  use  in  operations  on  the  n<  se  and  eye,  but 
has  not  hiiherr.o  been  used  as  a  general  hemostatic.  Mr. 
W.  T.  Thomas,  in  the  Lancet,  tells  of  two  cases  where 
bleeding  persisted  after  the  use  of  perchloride-of-iron 
packings,  but  on  placing  powdered  suprarenal  tablets  in  the 
wounds  hasmorrhage  ceased  at  once.  Dr.  W.  S  Fenwiek  for 
the  last  eighteen  months  has  found  suprarenal  extract  of  the 
greatest  value  in  the  treatment  of  severe  bleeding  from  the 
stomach.  The  plan  he  adopts  is  to  administer  10  oz.  of  a 
freshly  prepared  decoction,  containing  2  gr.  of  thedesiccated 
gland  to  the  ounce,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  attack,  and 
repeat  after  two  hours.  The  treatment  is  applicable  in  cases 
of  the  slignt  hemorrhage  of  gastric  cancer  as  well  as  the 
more  severe  bleeding  from  ulcers.  The  most  striking  and 
immediate  results  follow  where  the  ulcer  is  near  the  cardiac 
end  of  the  stomach  and  recent.  It  is  probable  that  chronic 
ulcers  of  the  pyloric  region  will  not  be  so  amenable  to 
suprarenal  extract.

Copying  Prescriptions. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Stevens,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  gave  the  following  method  for 
copying  unusual  prescriptions,  which  might  be  useful  to  those 
chemists  who  send  us  tracings  of  different  prescriptions  to 
decipher : — 

Facsimiles  of  prescriptions  may  be  easily  made  upon  glass  by 
covering  the  glass  with  a  very  <hinfilm  of  old  turpentine,  or  a 
little  resin  dissolved  in  turpentine.  This  is  best  accomplished  by 
placing  a  drop  of  the  turpentine  on  the  glass  and  rubbing  it  over 
the  surface  with  a  piece  of  flannel.  The  film  must  be  very  thin 
else  the  ink  will  not  flow  freely  from  the  pen.  Place  the 
glass  thus  prepared  over  the  prescription  to  be  copied  and  trace 
with  India  ink.  Recently  I  have  preferred  to  use  celluloid  in 
place  of  glass.  It  is  more  convenient,  and,  being  thinner  than 
glass,  a  more  perfect  tracing  can  be  made.  The  celluloid  may  be 
obtained  in  strips  several  feet  in  length,  and  the  prescriptions 
copied  in  the  same  manner  as  upon  glass.  Spirit  of  camphor 
may  be  used  in  place  of  the  oil  of  turpentine.

Moisten  the  drugs  with  the  spirit  of  orange  and  about  10  c.c.  of 
wine,  and  pack  in  a  small  percolator  Pour  on  wine  to  cover  the 
drugs,  and  when  the  liquid  begins  to  drop  close  the  lower  orifice 
of  the  percolator  and  allow  to  macerate  twenty-four  hours  ;  then 
allow  to  drop  slowly,  regulating  the  flow  to  about  one  drop  in  five 
or  six  seconds,  and  pass  enough  sherry-wine  through  to  obtain 
400  c.c.  of  percolate.  In  this  dissolve  the  sugar  and  filter,  if 
necessary.  Then  add  the  other  ingredients  in  order,  and  finally 
enough  sherry  wine  to  make  a  total  volume  of  1,000  c.c. 

Museum  Specimens. 

The  following  is  a  fuller  account  of  Dr.  Gait's  method  of 
preserving  pathological  specimens  than  we  have  already 
given.  The  preliminary  treatment  consists  in  trimming 
the  specimens,  if  necessary,  and  washing  in  running 
water  for  several  hours.  The  specimens  are  then  put 
into  a  large  excess  of  methylated  spirit  for  from  six  hours 
to  as  many  days,  according  to  the  size  aud  nature  of 
the  specimens,  changing  the  spirit  once  or  twice  should 
there  be  much  oozing  of  tissue  fluids.  In  the  case  of  large 
or  soft  specimens  the  addition  of  §  per  cent,  of  formalin 
acceleraie3  the  setting  of  the  tissues.  From  this  the 
specimens  are  transferred  to  the  following  preservative 
liquid : — 

Sodium  chloride    5  oz. 

Potassium  nitrate   ...       ...       ...      1  oz. 

Chloral  hydrate       ...       ...       ...      1  oz. 

Water  100  oz. 

The  liquid  in  some  cases  may  need  renewing  after  a  few 
weeks.  The  advantages  of  the  method  are  its  cheapness, 
the  shrinking  is  less  than  in  the  older  methods,  and  the 
colour  is  retained  in  a  high  degree. 
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Scientific  progress. 


Behaviour  of  Calcium  Hypophosphite  (when  ad- 
ministered Internally). — Massol  and  Gamel  [J.  Pharm. 
Chim.,  1901  (vi.l,  14,  337-342  ;  and  J.  C.  S.,  January,  1902]  show 
from  the  results  of  experiments  carried  out  on  dogs  that,  when 
calcium  hypophosphite  is  administered  internally,  the  hypo- 
phosphite  is  not  oxidised  to  phosphate,  but  is  entirely  eliminated 
by  the  urine  as  sodium  hypophosphite,  and  that  the  calcium  is 
eliminated  by  the  foeces.  The  volume  of  urine,  the  total  nitrogen, 
and  the  amount  of  urea  are  not  changed,  but  the  acidity  of  the 
urine,  the  amount  of  uric  acid,  und  the  ratio  of  uric  acid  to  urea 
are  diminished. 

Formation  of  the  Perfume  of  Vanilla.  Henri  Lecomte 
{Compt.  Bend.,  1901,  133,  745-718;  and  J.  C.  8.,  January,  1902), 
referring  to  the  fact  that  the  fruit  of  Vanilla  planifolia  does  not 
possess  the  characteristic  odour  of  vanilla  at  the  period  of  crop- 
ping, but  is  developed  during  the  curing- process,  adduces 
evidence  in  support  of  the  view  that  vanillin  is  formed  by  the 
action  of  a  ferment  on  coniferin,  the  coniferyl  alcohol  thus  pro- 
duced being  transformed  by  an  oxydase  into  vanillin.  Oxydase 
was  found  in  vanilla  from  Mexico,  Reunion,  Mayotte,  and 
Seychelles,  but  was  absent,  or  nearly  so.  in  inferior  vanilla  from 
Tahiti,  and  in  "  vanillin"  from  Guadeloupe.  All  the  materials 
examined  contained  manganese. 

Albumin  in  Urine. —Professor  Pollacci,  Italy,  suggests  a 
new  method  for  the  detection  of  albumin  in  urine.  He  pre- 
pares a  solution  of  tartaric  acid  1  gramme,  corrosive  sublimate 
5  grammes,  and  sodium  chloride  10  grammes,  in  100  CO.  of  dis- 
tilled water,  and  adds  5  c.c.  of  formaldehyde  1 40  per  cent.).  To 
test  the  sample  first  put  about  2  c.c.  of  the  solution  in  a  test-tube, 
then  carefully  add  3  to  4  c.c.  of  the  urine,  taking  care  that  the 
two  lluids  do  not  mix.  Should  a  ring  immediately  appear  at  the 
division  of  the  two  lluids,  the  urine  contains  pathological  albumin. 
If  the  ring  appears  slowly  after  about  ten  to  fifteen  minutes,  the 
urine  is  physiologically  right,  and  the  small  quantities  of  albumin 
shown  are  norm  ll.  Professor  Pollacci  claims  for  the  test  a  sensi- 
bility of  1  in  370,000. 

Chemistry  of  M-«le  Pern.  -A  series  of  papers  on  this 
subject  by  P>.  Boehm  appears  in  the  current  issue  of  Liebig's 
Annalcn  (318-230  rt  seq.),  in  which  several  new  points  of  interest 
are  noted.  If  filicic  acid  or  flavaspidic  acid  bo  heated  with  zinc, 
tin,  and  caustic  soda  for  a  few  minutes,  two  compounds  are 
obtained  — filicinic  acid  ai<d  its  corresponding  butanone.  The 
latter  is  a  colourless  crystalline  componnd,  melting  at  95  -97°  C., 
of  the  formula  C, .,H,,;04,  and  can  be  obtained  with  one  molecule 
of  water  of  crystallisation  by  using  acetone  as  the  solvent.  It 
then  melts  at  65  -57  .  It  is  quantitatively  hydrolised  by  heating 
with  water  to  filicinic  and  butyric  acids.  The  constitution  of 
filicinic  acid  is  thus  nearly  established.  The  therapeutic  activity 
of  the  filicic-acid  group  appears  to  be  due  to  this  oomb  nation,  as 
when  the  butyric  acid  is  split  off  the  resulting  filicinic  acid  is 
practically  inactive.  The  body  aspidinol,  which  has  been  identi- 
fied in  the  ethereal  extract  from  Aspidium  Filix-mas,  A.  Spinu- 
losum,  and  Athyrium  Filix-fcmina,  was  also  investigated,  and 
found  to  melt  at  156  -16  l°.  It  appears  to  be  the  normal  butanone 
of  methyl  phloroglucinol-methyl  ether.  The  constitution  of  filicic 
acid  is  then  discussed,  and  one  of  two  formula?  is  clearly 
estab'ished. 

Atroscine.  —  Hose  has  (Ohem.  Central.,  1901,  1,313) 
published  a  full  account  of  his  more  recent  researches  on  the 
chief  of  the  Solanaceous  alkaloids,  of  which  the  work  on  atroscine 
is  of  the  greatest  interest.  It  is  not  necessary  to  here  revert  to 
the  prolonged  disputes  about  this  group  of  bases,  but  merely  to 
detail  the  figures  and  statements  of  chief  interest  in  the  present 
paper.  Hesse  first  prepared  atroscine,  although  in  an  impure 
condition,  from  the  so-called  commercial  scopolamine  hydro- 
bromide.  He  states  that  it  is  identical  with  the  inactive  scopola- 
mine of  Schmidt,  the  hyoscine  (inactive)  of  Bender,  and  the 
scopolamine  of  Luboldt.  Atroscine  or  inactive  hyoscine  has  the 
formula  C17H31NO.j,  and  crystallises  with  two  molecules  of  water. 
When  anhydrous  it  melts  at  82°-83°  C.  By  heating  with  alkali 
it  decomposes  into  oscine  (scopoline),  of  the  formula  C^H^-NO,, 
and  tropic  acid.  It  forms  well-defined  crystalline  salts,  of  which 
the  aurichloride  melts  at  201°-202°  C.  It  forms  a  syrupy  acetyl 
derivative,  which,  in  its  turn,  forms  crystalline  salts.  Hyoscine 
is  transformed  to  a  very  large  extent  into  its  inactive  isomer  by 
heating  the  dry  hydrobromide  to  about  195°  C,  some  charring 
taking  place  at  the  same  time.  The  base  oscine  melts  at  106°- 
107  J  C,  and  forms  long  colourless  prisms.

The  Chain  for  the  Badge, 

each  link  oE  which  represents  a 
President,  was  a  happy  idea.  It  gives  a  meaning  to  the 
decoration  and  redeems  it  from  the  vulgarity  of  mere 
barbaric  display.  Now  it  becomes  in  some  degree  a  record 
of  the  Society's  history.  Ia  our  jewellery  we  generally  make 
believe,  at  all  events,  that  some  useful  purpose  is  to  be 
served.  The  chain,  the  signet-ring,  the  scarf-pin,  the  eye- 
glass, fulfil  some  apparent  purpose.  Savages,  on  the  other 
hand,  decorate  themselves  from  a  simple  desire  to  shine,  to 
glitter.  And  the  savage  says  to  himself,  even  if  he  does  not 
say  it  to  his  associates,  as  he  hangs  a  new  ring  on  his  nose, 
or  fixes  a  large  piece  of  glass  where  his  waistcoat  should  be, 
"  This  will  make  those  beggars  in  the  next  forest  respect 
me.  They  will  never  dare  to  call  me  a  nonentity  again." 
Curiously,  too,  that  is  the  effect  actually  produced. 

These  Links,  however, 

are  to  appeal  to  a  higher  sentiment. 
They  are  to  remind  us  all  of  the  services  which  good  men 
have  rendered  to  us,  and  thus  keep  our  gratitude  alive,  and 
especially  to  remind  the  President  for  the  time  being  how 
far  he  falls  short  of  the  standard  which  has  been  set  up  for 
him  by  his  distinguished  ancestry,  and  thus  keep  him  duly 
humble.  But  as  he,  too,  passes  into  the  domain  of  history, 
his  glory  will,  like  theirs,  be  magnified.  "  The  evil  that  men 
do  lives  after  them.  The  good  is  oft  interred  with 
their  bones,"  wrote  Bacon  in  one  of  those  frivolous  moments 
when,  according  to  Mrs.  Gallup,  he  was  furtively  writing 
plays  for  momentary  amusement.  Bat  when  he  wrote  seri- 
ously for  posterity,  as  in  bis  essays,  he  declared  of  the  past 
nobility  that  "the  memory  of  their  virtues  remains  to  their 
posterity,  and  their  faults  die  with  themselves."  I  think 
the  prose  reflection  is  the  truer  one.  We  know  most  of  our 
predecessors  by  obituary  notices  only,  and  those  who  fill 
official  positions  are  likely  tos^eep  into  their  own  net  all 
that  was  done  under  their  reigns  by  their  subordinate 
colleagues. 

The  Later  Links 

scarcely  get  a  fair  field,  I  am  afraid,  in  com- 
parison with  their  earliest  ancestors.  It  is  almost  a  sacrilege 
in  the  eyes  of  some  people  to  assume  that  our  more  recent 
Presidents,  Messrs.  Newsholme,  Martindale,  Hills,  and 
Carteighe,  can  rank  with  Jacob  Bell,  William  Allen,  Peter 
Squire,  and  Henry  Deane,  for  example.  I  do  not  just  now 
argue  that  they  can ;  but  it  is  simple  justice  to  remember 
that  there  was  no  critical  advocatus  Diaboli.  in  the  form  of 
a  trade  Press  in  the  old  days  to  point  out  the  faults  and 
failings,  if  they  had  any,  of  the  great  men  of  pharmacy  of 
the  time.  And  while  we  are  dispensing  justice  all  round, 
let  us  remember  that  the  links  are  far  from  naming  all  our 
heroes.  There  have  been  excellent  men  among  us  who  have 
never  risen  beyond  the  Vice-President's  chair,  and  others  who 
have  never  even  been  near  that.  These  must  be  contented 
with  the  fame  of  their  virtues  only.  Someone  asked  Cato  why 
among  all  the  statues  in  Rome  there  was  none  of  him.  "  I 
would  rather  people  should  ask  why  my  statue  is  not  there, 
than  why  it  is  there,"  Cato  answered. 

The  Introduction  of  Pepsin 

into  regular  medical  practice  by 
a  Birmingham  professor  of  medicine,  suggested  last  week 
by  the  Birmingham  correspondent,  is  hardly  a  claim  which 
will  bear  investigation.    The  statement  quoted  from  one  of 


the  earliest  numbers  of  the  C.  <<•  D.  to  the  effect  that  pepsin 
was  mentioned  by  Pliny  and  described  by  Galen  must  also 
have  been  based  on  a  misapprehension.  The  first  experi- 
ments with  the  gastric  juice,  which  led  to  the  discovery  of 
pepsin,  were  made  by  the  physiological  chemist  Schwann,  in 
the  year  1836,  and  it  was  he  who  applied  the  name  to  the 
digestive  principle.  To  him,  too,  is  mainly  due  the  modern 
theories  of  zymotic  diseases.  Pepsis  in  Greek,  meant, 
originally,  cooking,  boiling,  and  the  pharmaka  2)eptica  of 
Pliny  were  simply  medicines,  usually  administered  in  the 
form  of  decoctions. 

The  Origin  of  Opodeldoc 

is  another  interesting  pharma- 
ceutical problem  opened  by  a  correspondent  last  week.  The 
dictionaries  say  opodeldoc  was  introduced  by  Mindererus, 
and  some  of  them  make  guesses  at  the  origin  of  the  name. 
But  Mindererus  must  be  content  with  the  glory  due  to  his 
recommendation  of  the  acetate  of  ammonia.  He  did  devise 
an  opodeldoc  which  he  refers  to  as  somewhat  different  from 
that  of  Paracelsus.  In  a  book  of  his  entitled  '  Medicina 
Militaris"  he  thus  advises  the  army  surgeon:  "Be  also 
provided  with  a  good  plaister  for  wounds  made  by  thrusting, 
such  as  are  the  opodeldock  of  Theophrastus."  That  was  the 
familiar  way  in  which  he  alluded  to  Paracelsus.  Another 
writer  of  about  the  same  date  (1600),  Schrceder,  refers  to  the 
"Oppodeldock  Plaister  of  Paracelsus."  Paracelsus  lived  a 
century  earlier  than  these  two,  and  several  allusions  to 
opodeldoc  have  been  found  in  his  works.  Very  likely  he 
invented  the  word;  whoever  did  was  a  genius.  It  would 
have  made  a  splendid  word  for  a  trade-mark.  It  looks  as  if 
it  must  have  a  meaning  and  yet  probably  never  had  any.  It 
may  have  been  suggested  by  opobalsamum,  the  tears  of  the 
balm  of  Gdead,  a  remedy  of  much  repute  at  that  date. 

The  Irish  Preliminary 

includes  theoretical  chemistry  as  a 
compulsory  subject  and  botany  as  an  optional  one.  Out  of 
94  candidates  last  year  only  15  were  plucked  in  chemistry, 
while  38  broke  down  over  arithemetic.  This  appeared 
in  Sir  George  Duffey's  report  on  the  examinations.  Some 
members  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  discussing 
the  report  suggested  the  withdrawal  of  chemistry  from  this 
examination.  It  will  be  seen  that  toe  figures  quoted  do  not 
call  for  such  a  step,  and  though  the  inclusion  of  a  technical 
subject  in  an  examination  purporting  to  be  a  test  of  general 
education  has  often  been  condemned,  I  think  its  abandon- 
ment here  would  be  regrettable.  Only  a  general  idea  of  the 
science,  1  presume,  is  expected,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why 
a  youth  intending  to  be  a  chemisr,  should  not  get  that  idea 
early.  But  have  the  arithmetic  questions  been  quite  fair  1 
Boys  are  generally  fairly  sound  on  straightforward  figure- 
work,  but  they  have  no  imagination,  and  examiners  are  fond 
of  puzzling  them  with  questions  setting  forth  a  lot  of 
hypothetic  conditions  which  the  candidates  cannot  realise. 

The  Somerset  House  Authorities, 

as  I  understand,  recently 
repudiated  to  the  Editor  of  this  journal  any  intention  to 
depart  from  the  principles  of  interpretation  of  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Acts  laid  down  in  Alpe's  Handy-book."  It  is  difficult 
to  reconcile  some  of  r.he  cliims  we  are  now  hearing:  of  with 
that  intimation.  In  Mr.  Eastman's  letter,  for  example,  there 
are  distinct  deviations  from  Alpe's  dicta.  Mr.  Eastman  is 
told  that  a  label  "  Children's  Cough-mixture  [so  much]  to  be 
taken  when  the  cough  is  troublesome  "  is  liable  on  account  of 
the  italicised  words.  A.]pe  (page  92)  says  "  Cough  Lozenges. 
Two  to  be  taken  when  the  cough  is  troublesome,"  is  not  a 
dutiable  recommendation.  Mr  Eastman  has  also  been  told 
that  "  Neuralgic  Mixture  ;  sells  morning,  noon,  and  night  "  is 
a  liable  legend  Alpe  has  no  quotation  exactly  correspond- 
ing to  this,  but  he  says  (page  84)  that  "  The  efficacy  of  these 
pills  has  been  univei sally  tested,"  which  is  at  least  as  strong 
a  statement,  would  not  involve  liability  to  duty.

British  Trade  in  iqoi. 

The  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  last  year  reached  the 
grand  total  value  of  870  millions  sterling.  Of  this  amount  522 
millions  were  imports,  280millions  wereexports.and  68  millions 
re-exports.  Taking  the  figures  collectiv-  ly  they  show  a 
decrease  of  11  millions  compared  with  1900.  That  year, 
however,  was  an  exceedingly  prosperous  one  throughout 
Europe,  and  a  period  of  abnormally  high  prices.  The  gear's 
imports  were  slightly  below  those  of  1900  —  522  238,986/., 
against  523  075,163/. — and  the  changes  that  contributed  to 
bring  about  this  inappreciable  decrease  were  considerable. 
Our  principal  articles  of  import  have  always  been  duty- 
free food  and  drink,  and  last  year  they  were  valued  at 
163  millions,  or  an  increase  of  nearly  seven  millions.  We 
boaght  almost  three  million  pounds'  worth  more  of  corn, 
due,  probably,  to  an  improvement  in  prices.  Purchases  of 
dead  meat  were  also  on  a  considerably  larger  scale,  and 
account  for  an  advance  of  over  three  and  a  half  millions 
sterling.  Raw  materials  for  textile  manufactures  increased 
by  two  million  odd,  chemicals  increased  by  over  half  a 
million,  and  under  the  heading  of  "miscellaneous  articles  ' 
there  was  an  increase  of  a  like  amount.  The  only  other  in- 
crease was  one  of  385,000/.  under  manufactured  articles. 
Set  against  these  increases  there  were  a  number  of  de- 
creases, which,  in  the  aggregate,  exceeded  them  to  the 
extent  of  over  three-quarters  of  a  million.  The  heaviest  was  a 
falling- off  of  seven  millions  odd  in  raw  materials  for 
sundiy  industries,  and  the  other  decreases  of  importance 
were  those  of  two  and  a  half  millions  shown  under  metals. 
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and  one  and  a  half  million  under  dutiable  articles  of  food 
and  drink.  As  already  mentioned  we  bought  568,000?. 
worth  more  of  chemicals,  &c,  for  which  indigo  is  responsible 
to  the  amount  of  £46000?.  The  remainder  of  the  increase 
is  made  up  of  larger  purchases  of  alkali,  carbide  of  calcium, 
tanning-bark,  cutch  and  gambier,  coal-tar  dyes  and  valonia. 
We  imported  less  borax,  brimstone,  and  saltpetre.  Oar  im- 
ports of  spices  declined  by  267,527?.,  due  to  lessened  receipts 
of  ginger,  p?pper,  and  uaenumerated  sp'c:s.  In  raw  cocoa 
there  was  a  decrease  of  107,000?.,  and  in  the  prepared 
article  an  increase  of  135  000?.  The  coffee  import  is  at  the 
same  time  higher  by  just  half  a  million.  Condensed  milk 
shows  a  decline  of  under  50,000?.  In  refined  sugar,  thanks 
largely  to  anticipatory  imports,  there  is  a  gain  on  balance 
of  773,000?.,  while  unrefined  sugar  exhibits  a  decrease  of 
over  half  a  milliorj.  The  total  of  sugar  and  molasses  is  in- 
creased by  about  270,000?.  on  balance.  Glucose  (owiDg  to 
the  duty,  probably)  shows  a  falling-off  of  about  100,000?., 
and  tea  imports  declined  1,200,000?.  In  regard  to  the  im- 
portation of  foreign  spirits  for  methylation-purposesthere  was 
a  prodigious  increase,  the  figures  being,  1901,  380  556  gals. ; 
1900.  61,708  gals.  ;  and  1899,  8,573  gals.  The  bulk  of  this 
is,  of  course,  German  potato-spirit,  which  is  finding  new  out- 
lets for  industrial  purposes. 

The  exports  for  the  year  show  a  total  reduction  of 
10  693,000?.,  and  it  may  at  once  be  stated  that  8  501,000?.  of 
this  was  due  to  a  falling-off  in  raw  materials,  which,  in  turn, 
is  due  to  the  reduced  price  of  coal.  The  next  largest 
decrease  is  that  of  nearly  six  millions  in  metals  and  m^tal 
manufactures.  Chemicals  show  a  slight  decline  of  320  400?. 
on  a  total  of  8  942  100?.  Oae  of  the  chief  features  to  be 
noted  here  is  the  continued  expansion  of  our  exports  of 
drugs  and  medicinal  preparations,  the  figures  being  as 
under  : —

Our  shipments  of  "soda  compounds"  increased  by  62,392 
cwfc  (5  474?).  The  trade  in  bleaching-material-s  fell  off  by 
240,000  owt.  (29,000?  ),  and  of  this  amount  the  United  States 
to  ok  157,000  cwd.  less.  American  competition  has  played 
htvoc  with  the  sulphate-of-copper  business,  a  decline  of 
6,884  cwt  (167,000?.)  being  noticeable.  Chemical  manures 
show  an  increase  of  27,000  cwt.  S)ap  has  more  than 
recovered  its  position,  exports  having  gone  up  71  630  cwt. 
and  values  60  000?.  The  exports  of  seed-oils  are  stationary, 
our  best  customers  bning  Germany,  Holland,  Belgium,  and 
Australasia.  Re-exports  of  foreign  and  colonial  merchan- 
dise show  an  increase  of  four  and  a  half  millions,  which  is 
satisfactory.  Tne  figures  relating  to  cinchona-bark  show  a 
diminution  of  18,559  cwt,,  or  46  000?.  Gum  arabic  has 
advanced  by  nearly  19,000  cwt ,  or  15,000?.,  and  there  is  a 
slight  increase  in  lac  of  all  kinds.  Cocoanut,  olive, 
and  palm  oils  and  petroleum  have  advanced  by  leaps 
and  bounds,  especially  petroleum,  which  shows  an  increase 
of  ever  one  and  a  half  million  gallons.  Quicksilver 
imorovtd  by  74  500  lbs.,  but  the  enhanced  value  was  only 
1,000?  Bearing  in  mind  the  adverse  conditions  under  which 
British  trada  was  carried  on  last  year,  and  the  industrial 
crisis  which  has  prevailed  in  Europe,  there  is  little  foothold 
for  the  pessimist  in  the  record.  At  all  times  the  December 
report  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  documents  to  the 
observant  and  studious  Briternian — if  we  may  use  a  word 
which  we  find  in  Mr.  J.  Arthur  Gibson's  book  on  Consumption 
to  designate  the  English,  Scotch,  or  Irish  man.  Take,  for 
example,  the  cottoa  account.  In  round  figures  we  imp  rted 
42  million  pounds'  worth  of  raw  cotton  last  year,  and  4J  of 
cotton  manufactures,  and  sent  out  of  the  country  cotton  piece- 
goods  valued  at  66  million  pounds,  besides  10  millions  of  other 


cotton  manufactures  and  5  millions  of  the  raw  stuff ;  in 
other  words,  we  supplied  our  own  needs  in  cotton  and 
returned  to  the  world  the  original  value  and  as  much  again, 
that  being  payment  for  the  skill  and  labour  put  into  it.  A 
similar  tale  might  be  told  about  wool ;  but  we  seem  to  use  up 
all  the  raw  jute  we  get  for  ourselves,  as  our  exports  of  manu- 
factured jute  goods  are  just  about  equal  to  our  imports  of 
the  same,  while  raw  jute  amounts  to  over  four  million 
pounds'  worth.  The  linen  trade  is  better,  for  while  the 
imports  of  flax  were  valued  at  2,606  565?.,  the  exports  of 
linen  yarns,  piece-goods,  threads,  &c,  were  valued  at 
over  five  millions.  The  country  rarely  gets  credit  for  its 
business  in  manufactured  articles.  Yet  three-fourths  of  the 
exports  (or  230,000,000? )  are  manufactured  articles,  and 
between  a  fourth  and  a  fifth  (118,000,000?.)  only  of  the 
impoits  are  manufactures,  the  rest  (404  000,000?.)  being 
food,  drinks,  raw  materials,  and  other  natural  produce.  In 
short,  every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  United  Kingdom 
spends  5.?.  a  week  on  imported  produce,  but  only  Is.  of  that 
is  on  manufactured  goods.  The  bullion  and  specie  account 
is  the  smallest  for  many  years.  Our  imports  in  1901  were 
32  millions,  against  45  millions  in  1899,  and  the  exports  for 
the  same  years  26  and  35  millions.  We  have  to  thank  the 
Boer  war  for  this,  as  in  1899  British  South  Africa  sent  us 
15  millions'  worth  of  gold,  bat  the  value  dwindled  to 
378,626?.  in  1900,  and  increased  to  1,952  233?  last  year.  It 
is  a  pity  the  Board  of  Trade  does  not  work  out  the  value  of 
diamonds  as  well. 


The  Wrong  Button. 

Rigid  economists  who  consider  that  the  essence  of  com- 
mercial enterprise  and  the  aim  of  users  of  things  are  to 
transfer  any  article  from  its  origin  to  the  consumer,  by  the 
quickest  process  and  at  the  smallest  profit,  will  doubtless 
agree  that  the  new  scheme  of  trading  which  Kodak  (Limited 
and  Reduced)  have  introduced  is  altogether  good.  It  con- 
sists, to  put  it  bluntly,  in  squeezing  out  the  wholesaler  and 
entering  into  direct  relations  with  the  retail  purchasers, 
offering  them  practically  the  whole  of  the  discount  that  they 
were  wont  to  give  wholesalers,  or  half  of  it,  if  they  decline 
not  to  deal  in  competitive  goods.  The  scheme  is  not  alto- 
gether new,  for  it  has  already  been  tried  with  some  success 
in  the  United  States  by  the  other  and  larger  portion  of 
the  Eastman  concern.  American  dealers  are  better  accus- 
tomed to  schemes  which  savour  of  the  trust,  and  many  have 
taken  more  kindly  to  the  arrangement  than  dealers  in  this 
country  will  when  they,  as  the  photographic  season  ap- 
proaches, appreciate  to  the  full  wnat  the  Kodak  scheme 
will  really  mean  to  them.  We  do  not  profess  to  say 
that  the  Kodak  Company  should  net  do  exactly  as  they  like 
with  Kodak  goods.  The  founders  of  the  business 
came  here  with  articles  whose  originality  and  utility 
would  have  sufficed  to  make  them  popular,  but  with  mag- 
nificent enterprise  and  exceptional  skill  in  publicity 
they  hastened  the  popularity,  so  that  at  the  present  time  the 
retail  photographic  business  to  the  extent  of  not  more  than 
50  per  cent,  is  in  Kodak  goods.  This  is  a  circumstance  which 
commands  respect  in  considering  the  company's  new  scheme, 
and  we  agree  with  many  retailers  that  gratitude  for 
assistance  in  building  up  the  photographic  business  cannot 
be  altogether  eliminated.  Nevertheless,  the  Kodak  Company 
will  be  the  first  to  say  that  the  business  is  one  into  whicb.  sen- 
timent does  not  enter,  and  they  have  followed  this  policy  in 
stopping  relations  with  wholesalers.  We  are  insular  enough 
to  sympathise  with  the  aggrieved  parties  in  saying  that  it  is 
contrary  to  well-established  British  principles  of  trading  to 
annul  existing  arrangements,  for  the  carrying  out  of  which 
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the  subordinate  parties  have  provided  business  machinery. 
We  mentioned  last  week  that  one  firm  of  wholesale  dealers 
alone  have  been  handling  1,000/.  worth  of  Kodak  gcods  per 
month — a  figure  which  means  a  lot  of  office  and  ware- 
house labour.  It  requires  no  calculation  to  appreciate 
the  position  of  such  a  hou-e  when  their  supplies  are 
peremptorily  cut  off  in  order  that  the  goods  may  go 
direct  to  some  at  least,  probably  the  majority,  of  their 
customers.  This  latter  consideration  is  apt  to  be  overlooked, 
just  as  the  Kodak  Company  have  overlooked  or  ignored  the 
fact  that  chemists  and  druggists  in  this  country,  who  form 
the  bulk  of  photographic  retail  dealers,  have  by  long  ex- 
perience found  that  wholesale  distributors  are  a  great  con- 
venience. In  effect,  the  Kodak  Company  wish  to  disestablish 
this  ciutom  and  to  get  every  retailer  to  buy  direct.  Another 
object  appears  to  be  to  find  out  where  their  goods  are  sold, 
and  probably  where  they  are  not  in  sufficient  quantities. 
They  do  not  want  to  open  more  retail  store3,  they  assure  us, 
but  they  have  no  objections  to  supply  retailers  with  all  the 
pho'ographic  goods  they  want,  "competitive  goods"  pro- 
bably not  included.  The  plan  will  undoubtedly  suit  a  great 
rra'iy  retailers,  but  there  will  be  as  many  to  whom  it  will 
be  an  immen-c  inconvenience,  and  that  the  Kodak  Compiny 
appear  not  to  have  considered.  We  think  they  have 
touched  the  wrong  button,  but  there  is  still  time  to  make 
amends. 


Samples. 

LITTLE  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  Poisons  Committee  at 
Whit'  hall  has  been  allowed  to  leak  out,  but  those  who  ought 
to  kao  »  say  that  matters  are  going  bidly  for  the  principle  of 
the  l'narmacy  Act.  Since  the  pharmaceutical  witnesses 
gave  their  evidence  a  preponderating  mass  of  testimony 
from  the  other  side  has  been  called,  and  we  noticed  a  sample 
of  it  in  the  Ironmonger  last  week.  This  was  a  rdsumi  of 
leng  by  evidence  given  by  Mr.  R  H.  Smith,  General 
Secretary  to  the  Ironmongers'  Federated  Association,  before 
the  Committee.    It  was  to  the  following  effect  :  — 

The  members  of  the  Ironmongers'  Federated  Association  would 
be  prepared,  when  selling  poisonous  compounds,  such  as  weed- 
killi  r  and  sheep  dip,  to  fall  in  with  any  regulations  wliich  the 
Privy  Council  may  impose  with  the  object  of  safeguarding  the 
public.  The>  suggest  that  they  should  only  be  allowed  to  receive 
substances  which  contain  such  poisons  in  sealed  drums  or  packets 
from  the  mai.ufacturer,  and  not  to  disturb  bulk,  but  to  distribute 
the  packages  exactly  as  icceived.  It  is  furthermore  suggested 
that,  in  nmongers  dealing  in  such  compounds  shall  have  to  keep  a 
bock  for  the  signatures  of  buyers  of  poisonous  compounds,  and 
shall  set  aside  a  cupboard,  room,  or  other  suitable  receptacle  for 
the  storage  of  the  compounds,  properly  labelled.  Mr.  R.  H. 
Smith  said  that  with  such  regulations  it  would  be  safer,  from  a 
public  point  of  view,  that  sheep-dip  and  arsenic  should  be  sold  by 
ironmongers  than  by  chemists,  because  in  country  places  the 
ironmonger  is  in  closer  touch  with  the  farmer,  and  knows  the 
latter's  workmen  more  intimately  than  does  the  chemist,  as 
farmers  are  constantly  buying  agricultural  requirements  from 
the  ironmonger.  Mr.  Smith  also  asserted  that  ironmongers  were 
the  original  distributors  of  sheep  dips  prior  to  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1868,  and  that  it  was  unjust  to  give  one  class  of  traiers  a 
monopoly.  Further,  the  chemist,  by  reason  of  his  average  small 
tun. over,  could  not  serve  the  farmer  as  advantageously  as  the 
ironmonger,  who,  on  account  of  the  large  extent  of  his  business, 
was  content  with  a  smaller  profit. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Smith  is  described  as  a  particularly  useful 
witn«-s",  because  he  not  only  represents  the  I  F. A.,  bat  at 
one  stage  of  his  career  qualified  as  an  analytical  chemist  by 
going  th'ough  the  Royal  School  of  Mines.  Indeed,  some 
members  of  the  Committee  were  old  fellow-students  of  his 
own.  He  is,  we  dare  say,  one  of  the  least  hostile  witnesses 
who  have  been  advocating  free-trade  in  poisons  by  the 
creation  of  a  third  part  of  the  schedule  to  consist  of  poisons 
which  anybody  may  sell.  That  is  the  proposal  which  has 
yet  to  be  appreciated  by  the  drug-trade.    Most  people 


imagine  that  it  will  only  apply  to  ironmongers,  oilmen,  and 
the  like,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  unqualified  drug-store 
keepers  should  not  take  the  fullest  advantage  of  conditions 
which  would  satisfy  such  as  Mr.  Smith.  Why  should  they 
be  debarred  from  selling  original  packets  as  received  from 
packers  if  their  neighbour  the  grocer  may?  The  piinciple 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  its  widest  sense  may,  therefore,  be 
involved. 

The  Worcester  Daily  Times  succeeds  in  printing  about  half 
a  column  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons  without  mentioning 
the  name  of  Mr.  Dobbs,  the  Worcester  solicitor,  to  whom 
credit  is  due  for  bringing  the  question  of  sale  in  sealed 
packets  to  the  surface.  We  do  not  say  that  Mr.  Dobbs 
inspired  the  article,  the  essential  parts  of  which,  apart  from 
a  narrative  of  what  the  Poisons  Committee  is  doing,  are  as 
follows : — 

With  the  opening  of  Parliament  speculation  will  be  rife  as  to 
the  possibilities  and  probabilities  of  legislative  reform  on  a 
variety  of  subjects  more  or  less  familiar  to  the  "  man  in  the  street." 
Proposals  of  considerable  importance  affecting  traders,  likely  to 
be  embodied  in  a  Government  Bdl,  relate  to  the  sale  of  poisons. 

The  traders,  having  as  great  concern  for  the  public  safety  as  the 
pharmacists,  are  willing,  and  indeed  anxious,  that  their  sales  of 
articles  containing  poison  shall  be  subject  to  proper  and  well- 
defined  restrictions,  and  be  limited  to  original  sealed  vessels  or 
packages,  as  received  from  the  manufacturers  and  wholesale 
dealers.  Without  attempting  to  anticipate  the  report  of  the 
Poisons  Committee,  it  seems  only  reasonable,  for  the  public  con- 
venience, that  when  commodities  are  required  for  agricultural, 
horticultural,  or  o'.her  trade  or  technical  purposes,  persons  other 
than  chemists,  if  they  are  duly  licensed,  should  be  at  liberty  to 
supply  the  requirements  of  their  customers;  and  it  is  clear  that, 
under  the  conditions  above  mentioned,  no  harm  would  result. 

These  are  sentiments  which  may  find  their  way  into  other 
countiy  papers,  anil  it  may,  therefore,  be  well  to  keep  in 
mind  that  they  originate  in  Worcester,  where  Mr.  Dobbs 
lives,  moves,  and  has  his  being. 


THE  OUTDOOR  MOVEMENT. 
It  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that  the  lea  hng  London  phar- 
maceutical firms  with  the  largest  staffs  of  assistants  are 
giving  up  the  indoor  system.  Those  who  have  adopted  this 
plan  w'thin  the  past  year  are  Messrs  John  Bell  &  Co.  and 
Messrs.  Squire  k  Sons,  of  Oxford  Street.  Provision  is,  of 
course,  made  for  night-bell  attendance,  and  the  change 
appears  to  have  given  satisfaction  to  all  parties. 

"WHEN  THE   COUGH   IS  TROUBLESOME." 

In  a  letter  from  Mr.  Eastmau  in  last  week's  issue  (page  58) 
a  label  for  cough-mixture  was  said  to  be  liable  to  stamp-duty 
on  account  of  the  words  "  wden  the  cough  is  troublesome  " 
after  the  dose.  Alpe's  "Handy  book"  states  that  such 
addition  does  not  involve  liability  to  stamp-duty.  We  have 
put  the  matter  before  the  authorities  at  Somerset  House 
under  the  belief  that  the  direction  is  neither  a  recommenda- 
tion nor  a  holding-out  of  the  article  for  the  relief,  &c  ,  but 
is  a  simple  and  straightforward  statement  as  to  the  time 
when  the  medicine  should  be  taken.  The  department, 
however,  holds  that  Mr.  Alpe  was  wrong  in  saying  "  when 
the  cough  is  troublesome  "  does  not  involve  liability,  as  it  is 
a  distinct  recommendation.  We  do  not  share  that  view. 
There  are  other  instances  in  which  it  is  only  possible  to  give 
proper  directions  in  regard  to  the  administration  of  medi- 
cines by  stating  something  involving  mention  of  the  malady 
— e.g.,  in  the  case  of  diarrhoea-mixture,  "after  each  loose 
motion."  Such  directions  are  not  in  any  sense  intended  as  a 
recommendation  of  the  medicine,  but  as  a  safe  guide  for 
administration. 

MILITARY  DENTISTRY. 

Many  rejections  have  recently  been  made  by  the  War 
Office  authorities  amongst  the  volunteer  candidates  for 
service  in  South  Africa  solely  because  the  rejected  ones  had 
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bad  or  insufficient  teeth.  Tae  possession  of  good  teeth  has 
corns  to  be  regarded  as  a  necessity  for  successful  soldiering, 
and  the  United  States  Government,  with  characteristic 
promptness,  have  in  their  new  Army  Reorganisation  Bill 
created  a  corpi  of  dental  surgeons.  The  members  of  the 
Army  Dental  Corps  belong  to  the  regular  estab'ishment,  and 
their  duties  are  to  serve  the  oifbers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
regular  and  volunteer  armies.  At  present,  the  system  only 
being  in  the  experimental  stage,  they  are  employed  as  con- 
tract dental  surgeon-,  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.  The 
pay  is  $150  per  month  and  quarters  when  serving  with 
troops,  a'l  the  instruments,  apparatus,  and  materials  neces- 
sary being  furnished  by  the  Medical  Department.  The 
Army  Dental  Corps,  as  at  present  constituted,  is  composed 
of  thirty  men.  Three  form  the  examining  board,  and  the 
other  twenty-seven  are  in  Cuba,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Philip- 
pines, with  several  at  the  Presidio  in  San  Francisco  examin- 
ing the  molars  of  the  men  returning  on  the  transports.

CONSUMPTION  SANATORIA. 

In  view  of  the  rummrs  prevalent  as  to  the  method  by  which 
the  donation  of  Sir  Ernest  Cassel  to  the  King  is  to  be 
expended  the  Medical  Press  points  out  rather  convincingly 
that  the  erection  of  palatial  edifices  to  hold  a  comparatively 
small  number  of  patients  is  a  mistake.  That  has  hitherto 
been  the  tendency :  witness  the  Brompton  Hospital  for 
Consumption  ;  but  the  Press  advocates  instead  the  erection 
of  cheap  buildings  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  demand. 
Unless  the  funds  are  judiciously  expended  only  a  fraction  of 
the  tuberculous  sick  can  be  treated  on  approved  principles  ; 
and  until  it  has  beco me  possible  to  admit  to  treatment  all 
who  apply,  the  idea  of  stamping  on',  or  even  checking  the 
disease,  may  be  abandoned.  It  has  been  found  that  results 
equally  asgoodas those  obtained  in  brick-and-mortar  hospitals 
can  be  secured  at  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of  the  latter.  The 
treatment  is  essentially  one  of  long  duration,  and  the  good 
accomplished  in  large  institutions  where  but  a  few  can  be 
accommodated  is  necessarily  very  limited.  At  the  Mount 
Vernon  sanatoiium  at  fiampstead,  continues  the  Press  man 
the  treatment  is  limited  to  three  months,  with  the  result  that 
no  cures  are  to  be  recorded,  although  in  most  instances  a 
certain  degree  of  improvement  has  followed.  Wnat  is 
wanted,  he  urges,  is  a  large  number  of  light  wooden  houses 
distributed  all  over  the  kiagdom  on  suitable  sites.  These 
may  be  destroyed  or  re-erected  elsewhere  from  time  to  time 
without  the  costly  administration  which  absorbs  such  a 
large  proportion  of  money  contributed  by  the  charitable  in 
our  large  general  hospitals.  This  is  a  point  which  the 
King,  who  has  a  reputation  for  considerable  common  sense, 
would  do  well  to  look  into. 

SOME  NOTIONS. 
There  are  a  few  items  in  this  week's  Truth  which  are 
rather  interesting  to  chemists  and  druggists.    One  of  the 


first  is  that  every  boy  in  Harrow  School  had  to  be  vaccinated, 
and  the  two  doctors  got  304/.  10s.  for  the  job,  10^-.  6a!.  for 
coirg  each  of  580  boys,  and  Is.  for  the  lymph.  It  is  the 
extra  charge  for  the  lymph  which  Mr.  Labouchere  objects  to 
—lightly,  we  think.    The  next  item  that  we  strike  is  this  :— 

A  firm  of  "soft- soap  manufacturers,"  calling  themselves  the 
Chiswick  Soap  Company,  have  lately  been  annoying  householders 
m  the  West  End,  offering  to  take  is.  3t?.  for  a  parcel  of  goods 
priced  at  4s.  6(7.,  and  telling  any  one  who  will  believe  it  that  "our 
relations  with  the  trade  will  prevent  our  supplying  you  direct  in 
future." 

This  paragraph  is  followed  by  another  about  the  rheumatic 
specialist,  Charles  Montagu,  and  the  third  leading  article  is 
an  instructive  one  regarding  the  Drouet  Institute  for  the 
Deaf,  which  is  described  as  "  a  gang  of  quacks  with  their 
headquarters  in  Paris."  This  article  concludes  with  a 
suggestion  for  the  reform  of  medical  law  in  order  "to  make 
it  illegal  for  unqualified  persons  to  practise,  no  matter  by 
what  colorable  pretexts  they  may  disguise  their  doings." 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 

According  to  the  official  returns  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts,  anthrax  is  steadily  becoming  more  prevalent. 
In  1901  there  were  647  outbreaks,  as  against  571  of  the 
previous  year.  There  appears  to  be  immortal  fame  (if  not 
fortune)  for  the  veterinarian  who  can  discover  a  cure,  or 
even  an  effective  remedy,  for  this  fa'al  blood-disease. 
Glanders  also  appears  to  be  on  the  increase,  the  highest 
t'ltal  (1,350)  since  1893  having  been  reached  last  year. 
Consolation  for  these  alarming  statistics  may  be  found  in 
the  fact  that  rabies  in  dogs  is  now  evidently  extinct  in  Great 
Britain.  Last  year  only  one  case  was  reported,  and  the 
muzzling  order  is  not  in  operation  in  any  part  of  the  island. 
Pleuro-pneumonia  has  not  been  heard  of  in  this  country  for 
four  years,  but  outbreaks  of  swine-fever  seem  to  be 
cn  the  increase,  while  the  number  of  swine  slaughtered  is 
diminishing — a  fact  which  apparently  indicates  a  greater 
number  of  cures  than  formerly.  In  1900  there  were  twenty- 
one  outbreaks  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  which  last  year 
was  reduced  to  twelve. 

THE   MILK  STANDARD. 

It  has  frequently  been  urged  by  Dr.  Attfield  as  an  argu- 
ment against  the  legalisation  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
as  the  standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
that  such  a  step  would  tend  to  lower  the  present  high 
standa-d  of  galenical  preparations.     Unscrupulous  traders 
would  be  temptsd,  he  has  said,  to  reduce  galenicals  of  high 
quality  to  the  minimum  limits  of  legal  requirements,  as  is 
the  practice  in  the  selling  of  milk.     That  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  is  alive  to  this  practice  is  shown  by  a  circular 
recently  issued  to  local  authorities  urgins:  them  to  keep 
steadily  in  view  the  possibility  of  the  artificial  reduction  of 
the  quality  of  natural  milk  to  the  official  limits  by  the 
abstraction  of  cream  or  the  addition  of  separated  milk  or 
water.    Samples  are  to  be  taken  for  analysis  whenever  the 
existence  of  malpractices  of  the  kind  is  suspected.  The 
evidence  given  before   the  Milk  Regulations  Committee 
showed  that  the  practice  of  mixing  separated  milk  with  new 
milk   has  become  increasingly  prevalent,  and  therefore 
increased  stringency  is  impressed  upon  the  authorities  to 
counteract  these  fraudulent  tendencies.     The  Committee 
reported  further  that,  from  the  evidence  submitted,  they  find 
that  it  is  a  common  practice  to  add  gelatin  to  cream  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  it  a  fictitious  appearance  of  richness  or 
thickness.     Local  authorities  are    desired  to  ascertain 
whether  this  form  of  adulteration  prevails  in  their  districts, 
and  if  the  presence  of  gelatin  or  other  similar  substance  is 
reported  by  the  analyst  proceedings  might  be  instituted  under 
Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

A  Valentine  Echo. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  January  14  the  Master  of  the 
Kells,  Lord  Justice  Rimer,  and  Lord  Justice  Mtthew  heard 
an  apped  by  tin  plaintiffs  in  the  action  of  H.  G.  Campion  & 
Co.  v.  the  Valentine  Extract  Company  (Limited)  and  others 
brought  by  a  firm  of  solicitors  to  recover  8Q91.  5l.  6d , 
the  balance  of  c  ists  alleged  to  be  due  from  the  defendants, 
and  incurred  in  defending  an  action  in  the  Chancery 
Division  brought  by  Valentine's  Meat-juice  Company  against 
the  defendants.  Mr.  Justice  Darling  had  in  a  lower  court 
refusid  to  regard  a  Mr.  Herbert  Hughes  as  one  of  the 
defendants,  and  the  Court  now  reversed  that  decision. 

Electrolytic  Alkali. 

The  case  of  the  C  immercial  Development  Corporation 
(Limitel)  v.  Atkins  &  Aoplcgarth  came  before  the  Appeal 
Court  (Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Stirling,  and 
Cozt-ns-Hardy)  on  January  14  It  was  an  echo  of  the  action 
by  Messrs.  Atkins  &  Applegarth  against  the  Castner 
Kellner  Alkali  Company  to  restrain  the  infringement  of  a 
patent.  This  failed.  The  Castner  Kellner  Company  have 
bought  their  opponents'  patent,  subject  to  the  op'.ion  of  the 
Dt-velopment  Corporation,  who  had  entered  into  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  preseDt  defendants  whereby  the  latter  were 
to  pro.-ecu'e  their  action  "  to  final  judgment  or  settlement  " 
A  nice  legal  tangle  has  since  resulted,  for  the  Development 
Corporation's  rights  were  threatened  by  the  arrangement. 
Mr  Ju:-tiee  Buckley  granted  the  company  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendants  from  withdrawing  or  hindering  the 
appeal  against  hi9  own  decision  in  tie  case  of  Atkins  & 
Applegarth  v.  the  Castner  Kellner  Compiny,  and  their 
Lordships  now  sustained  that  injunction. 

Stockbroker  and  Chemist. 

Mr.  Justice  Jelf  sifting  without  a  jury,  in  the  Kind's 
Bench  Division,  on  Tuesday,  January  14.  heard  a  case  in 
which  Won,  Richard  Eaton,  member  of  the  London  Stock 
Exchange,  suerl  Geo  Omker,  a  chemist,  trading  as  Geo. 
Bennett,  at  107  Brixton  Road,  to  recover  120/,  balance  of 
account  due  for  commission  earned  as  broker  on  the  pur- 
chase and  s-ale  of  stocks  and  shares  and  for  differences  on 
Stock  Exchnnge  transactions  The  plaintiff's  case  was  that 
the  defendant  asked  him  to  open  a  very  speculative  account 
in  American  shares,  and  plaintiff  only  agreed  to  do  so  on 
condition  that  he  was  kept  supplied  wi  h  cover,  and  stipu- 
lated that  if  at  any  time  he  found  he  had  not  sufficient 
cover  in  hand  to  m<»et  any  loss  he  should  be  at  liberty  to 
close  the  account  Nothing  was  said  as  to  giving  notice  of 
closing  the  account,  but  it  was  pointed  out  that,  in  speculative 
stock  of  this  description  in  time  of  panic  the  defendant 
might  lose  a  couple  of  thousand  pounds  b  Tore  he  could  even 
com-nnriicate  with  the  plaintia*.  There  were  dealings  up  to 
Julv,  1901,  when  plaintiff  closed  the  account,  the  cover 
having  i un  off,  and  claimed  the  amount  due  The  defence 
was  that  the  transactions  were  entered  into  on  the  terms 
that  the  plaintiff  should  h  >ld  the  stock  until  instructed  to 
sell,  the  defend int  supplying  reasonable  security,  and  that 
the  losses  were  incurred  by  the  plaintiff  wrongfully  and 
without  anth  >rity  and  without  giving  the  defendant  an 
opportunity  of  supplying  cover  closing  the  account.  He  con- 
tended 'hat  but  for  this  there  would  have  been  a  profit,  and 
counterc'aimed  for  380Z  His  Lordship  was  satisfied  that  a 
speci  -d  bargain  was  ma  ie  as  stated  by  the  plaintiff,  and  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  claim  and  counterclaim, 
with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Milk  op  Sulphur. 
At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Coart  on  January  9,  John 
K.  Saardlow,  oilman,  15  Broad  Street,  Golden  Square,  W., 
was  summoned  for  having  sold  sublime!  sulphur  as  "milk 
of  sulphur."  Risa  Webb,  who  purchased  the  simple,  said 
she  went  to  the  defendant's  shop  and  asked  for  "  a  quarter  o 


a  pound  of  milk  of  sulphur,"  for  which  she  pail  a  penny. 
Tin  article  supplied  proved  to  be  sublimed  sulphur,  which 
the  inspector  said  if  taken  in  mistake  for  milk  of  sulphur 
might  cause  considerable  irritation,  as  it  is  not  prepared 
specially  to  be  taken  inwardly. 

The  Defendant :  If  I  had  known  there  was  any  difference 
I  should  not  have  done  it.  It  would  not  pay  me  to  run  such 
a  risk.    Two-shillings'  worth  will  last  me  twelve  month--. 

Mr  Kennedy  (the  Magistrate)  :  You  might  poison  some- 
body if  you  do  not  know  the  difference  between  the  ariicles 
you  sell. 

The  Defendant :  I  should  have  been  poisoned  years  ago  if 
it  were  poisonous.  My  mother  used  to  give  me  brimstone 
and  treacle  regularly  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  There  is  no» 
much  poison  about  it. 

Mr.  Kennedy :  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  all 
the  articles  you  sell  ? 

The  Defendant:  Some  I  do  not  know. 

Mr  Kennedy:  If  someone  asked  you  for  flour  would  you 
give  them  arsenic  ? 

The  Defendant :  I  do  not  sell  it. 

Mr.  Kennedy :  This  is  a  very  dangerous  state  of  thirjgs, 
these  oilmen  selling  drugs.  You  will  have  to  pay  a  fine  of 
40s.,  with  14s.  6d.  costs. 

At  Bradford  West  Riding  Court  on  January  9,  John  William 
Hird,  grocer,  Shipley,  was  charged  with  selling  adulterated 
milk  of  sulphur,  which  on  analysis  was  found  to  contain 
62  percent,  of  hydra  ed  calcium  sulphate  The  defendant 
contended  that  he  was  not  responsible  as  he  sold  the  n.ilk 
of  sulphur  in  sealed  boxes,  just  as  it  was  supplied  to  him. 
A  fine  of  20s.  and  costs  was  imposed,  the  Chairman  rem  it  king 
that  the  defendant  ought  to  be  indemnified  by  the  firm  that 
supplied  him. 

Camphorated  Oil 

At  Kensington  on  January  13,  Mr.  Thomas  Strode,  chemist 
and  druggist,  88  Askew  Road,  Shepherd's  Bush,  W.,  was 
summoned  for  felling  camphorated  oil  which  according  to 
the  certificate  of  Mr.  W.  Chattaway  (the  puolic  analy:-t)  was 
deficient  in  camphor  to  the  extent  of  23  3  per  cent.  On 
behalf  of  the  defendant  it  was  urged  that  the  boy  who  made 
tbe  camphorated  oil  had  not  properly  mixed  ihe  ingredients, 
and  the  camphor  settled  at  the  bottom  of  the  vessel. 
Defendant,  who  said  he  had  been  in  business  at  his  pr  sent 
address  for  nineteen  years,  in  reply  to  JJr  Forman  (oue  of 
the  Magistrates),  stated  that  he  did  not  notice  that  the 
camphor  had  settled  at  the  bottom  of  the  vessel  uiitil  the 
oil  was  being  turned  from  one  vessel  into  another.  Dr. 
Forman  said  a  very  little  shaking  would  dissolve  the  camphor 
in  the  oil.  If  it  had  been  a  preparation  of  opium  those  who 
were  given  the  last  portion  of  it  might  have  be  n  in  a  bad 
plight.  The  Magistrates  at  first  imposed  a  fine  of  51  ,  but 
on  reconsideration  decided  on  a  fine  of  40s 

Mr  Jesse  Tomlinson,  trading  as  a  druggist  at  Accrington, 
was  fined  10s.  and  costs  at  Burnley,  on  January  8,  for  selling 
camphorated  oil  not  up  to  the  B.P.  standard. 

Spirit  of  Nitrous  Ether. 

A  medical  herbalist  named  Tickle,  of  Old  Hall  S'reet, 
Burnley,  was  on  January  8  fined  10s.,  including  costs,  for 
selling  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite.  His 
defence  was  that  the  drug  had  lost  its  strength  by  evapora- 
tion. 

At  Keighley  on  January  13,  Sophie  Ogden,  grccer,  Braith- 
waite,  was  fined  Is.  and  costs,  8s.  Qd  in  all,  for  selling  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre  certified  to  contain  only  four-sevenths  of  the 
minimum  proportion  of  ethyl  nitrite 

Errors  in  the  Summons. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Darling  and  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore, 
sitting  as  a  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench  on  Tue-day, 
January  14,  Mr.  Griffith  Jones  moved  f  or  a  rule  nisi  calling 
upon  Alderman  Vaughan  Morgan,  sitting  as  a  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  at  the  Guildhall,  t>  show  cause  why 
he  should  not  state  a  case.  He  heard  a  summons  against  a 
milk- seller  named  Richards,  and  convicted  him  ot  selling 
milk  diluted  with  water.  The  grounds  of  the  appeal  were 
that,  there  was  a  very  material  omission  in  the  copy  of  the 
analyst's  report  attached  to  the  summons,  which  stated  that 
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he  had  received  from  the  inspector  "a  sample  of   ."  In 

the  original  the  word  "milk"  was  inserted,  but  in  the  copy 
served  on  the  defendant  theblnnkwas  not  filled  in.  Counsel 
also  took  the  point  that  though  the  Act  provided  that  the 
samples  were  to  be  divided  and  sealed  "there  and  then," 
the  inspector  took  them  from  the  shop  to  an  adjoining  room 
and  there  sealed  them.    Their  Lordships  refused  the  rule. 

Gregory's  Powder. 

At  Pontefract  on  January  11,  Williarn  Henry  Beetbam, 
grocer,  Ackwortb,  was  charged  with  having  sold  Gregory's 
powder  which  upon  analysis  was  found  to  contain  55  per 
cent,  of  magnesia  and  45  per  cent,  of  ginger  and  rhubarb, 
instead  of  65  per  cent,  and  33  per  cant,  respectively. 
Defendant,  who  said  he  had  made  the  pawder  for  a  recipe 
which  had  been  used  by  his  predecessor  for  forty  years,  was 
fined  30s.  Qd.,  inclusive  of  costs. 


Night= lights  for  the  Chest. 

IN  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Monday,  January  13,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C ,  an  action  was  brought  by 
Mr.  William  S  eward,  of  Wanstead,  against  Mr.  John 
Glenister,  of  Bow  Road,  and  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Reeve,  Fairland 
Road,  Romford,  to  recover  the  sum  of  65/.  10,s\  on  a  commis- 
sion-note dated  February  28,  1898.  Mr.  Jjsepb,  plaintiff's 
counsel,  said  the  defendants  were  patentees  of  medicated' 
night-lights,  and  in  February,  1898,  thev  agreed  to  give  the 
plaintiff  10  per  cent,  if  he  could  raise  2,500/  with  which  to 
develop  business  in  the  lights.  They  became  acquainted 
with  the  plaintiff  in  business,  and  they  now  thought  he  had 
influence  in  pr  curing  a  purchaser  of  their  patents.  They 
agreed  to  give  him  10  per  cent,  on  the  purchase-price  which 
would  be  paid,  and  subsequently  a  proposition  was  made  for 
a  company  to  be  formed  by  them  with  a  capital  of  2  500/. 
The  plaintiff  was  to  become  a  director  of  the  company  and 
to  use  his  best  endeavours  to  obtain  the  necessary  capital. 
Everybody  anticipated  that  the  whole  of  the  money  would 
be  forthcoming.  The  plaintiff,  however,  was  able  to  get  655 
shares  at  11  each  subscribed  for.  The  company  went  to 
allotment,  and  after  it  had  been  in  existence  for  some  time 
the  plaintiff  found  that  he  had  been  compelled  to  bring  this 
action  to  recover  the  commission  to  which  he  was  entitled. 
The  defendants'  case  was  that  no  arrangement  had  ever  been 
entered  into  by  which  the  plaintiff  was  to  be  paid  cash  for 
commission  for  introducing  capital.  They  had  been  willing 
all  along  to  give  him  shares  in  the  comoany  to  the  value  of 
the  amount  of  his  claim.  If  the  plaintiff  bad  found  2.500/. 
the  company  would  no  doubt  have  been  a  success,  but  he  was 
only  able  to  find  200/.,  and  that  had  "  messed  the  whole 
thing  up."  The  Judge,  after  heating  evidence  in  support  of 
these  statements,  said  judgment  must  be  entered  for  the 
plaintiff  for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs.  In  the  course 
of  his  rematks  he  a-ked  whether  the  night-lights  were 
differently  medicated  for  each  disease,  or  whether  the  same 
night-light  would  cure  influenza,  laryngitis,  whooping-cough, 
lung-disease,  and  everything  else.  Mr.  Reeve,  the  second 
defendant,  said  one  night-light  was  made,  and  it  was  for 
benefiting  the  chest.  It  acted  on  the  tissues  of  the 
lungs  and  enabled  the  patient  to  breathe  more  freely. 
The  Judge  suggested  that  the  night-lights  had  the  same 
effect  as  a  bronchuis-kettle.  The  witness  said  it  was 
similar,  only  one  had  air  giving  off  chemicals  instead  of 
steam.  Th«  Judge :  I  only  wanted  to  know,  you  know.  I 
am  not  going  to  buy  any  of  your  shares.  (Laughter.) 


The  principal  export  from  the  Bahamas  is  sponge,  and 
1,165,406  lbs.  (104,219/.)  of  it  were  exported  in  1900,  against 
1.124,585  lbs.  (84,003/.)  in  1899.  Of  this  ammmt  the 
Unite  t  States  received  last  year  850,141  lbs.

Qd.  in  the  pound,  but  after 
some  discussion  this  was  increased  to  10s.  in  the  pound, 
payable  at  four,  eight,  and  twelve  months.  This  was  favour- 
ably received  by  the  creditors.

Debtor  opened 
negotiations  as  to  the  Southall  business,  then  owned  by  Mr. 
Williams.    Eventually  Mr.  Moore  took  the  business  from  Mr. 
Williams  and  transferred  it  to  debtor.    Mr.  Moore  advanced  400/., 
and  debtor  had  to  find  the  remaining  237?.  ;  200?.  of  this  amount 
was  left  to  be  repaid  to  Mr.  Williams  in  instalments.    Despite  a 
clause  in  the  leases  that  lessee  should  not,  without  the  consent  of 
the  lessor,  assign  or  underlet  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
premises  were  made  over  to  a  Mr.  F.  C.  Quinian,  to  whom  debtor 
had  paid  the  rent  until  last  June.    He  valued  the  stock  at  the 
date  of  the  receiving. order  at  350?.    Up  to  May  31,  1901,  debtor 
said  he  owed  his  wholesale  houses  611?.    By  an  ante-nuptial 
settlement  he  made  over  the  household  furniture  and  effects  to 
his  wife,  who   had   advanced  him  50?.    Judgments  had  been 
obtained  against  him  in  the  County  Court  at  the  time  of  the 
receiving-order.    No  fewer  than  five  people  were  in  possession — 
viz.,  the  two  landlords,  the  High  Bailiff  from  Uxbridge,  the 
Sheriff,  and  afterwards  the  Official  Receiver.    He  attributed  his 
insolvency  to  want  of  capital  and   competition.    He  incurred 
very  little  liability  after  May,  paying  chiefly  in  cash.     On  a 
capital  of  50?.  he  made  himself  responsible  for  637?.,  including 
the  rent  when  he  took  over  the  business.    He  found  afterwards 
that  he  had  been  misled,  and  had  paid  too  much  for  the  business. 
He  was  never  in  a  position  to  pay  all  his  accounts  in  full.  Debtor 
did  not  think  that  any  of  the  creditors,  witu  the  exception  of 
Messrs.  Baiss  Brothers  &  Stevenson  (Limited  ,  knew  of  the 
arrangement  between  himself  and  Mr.  Moore.    The  takings  of 
the  business  averaged  817?.  per  year.    The  profits  of  a  chemist 
varied  considerably  according  to  the  class  of  business,  and  might 
be  anything  between  25  and  200  or  300  per  cent.    His  was  only  a 
drug  store,  and  the  profits  worked  out  at  26  per  cent.,  say  from 
200/.  to  250/  a  year,  out  of  which  he  had  to  pay  rent,  living, 
wages,  and  allow  for  bad  debts.     County  Court  expenses  had 
cost  him  about  40/.,  and  solicitors'  costs  about  20/.    His  net 
profits  for  the  three  years  had  been  about  200/.,  and  he  had  repaid 
Mr.  Moore  just  over  100/.,  and  100/.  had  been  paid  to  Mr. 
Williams.    He  had  never  prepared  a  profit  and  loss  account  or 
taken  stock  ;  it  was  not  usual.    Some  of  the  largest  creditors 
were  Messrs.  Baiss  Brothers  &  Stevenson,  80/. ;  Messrs.  Meggeson 
(Limited),  19?. ;  and  Messrs.  Loomes,  67/.  10s.    He  had  never  been 
able  to  pay  these  amounts,  and  had  been  carrying  on  business 
with  the  indulgence  of  his  creditors.    After  further  questioning 
the  examinat'on  was  adjourned.

The  January  Minor. 

As  I  am  one  of  the  lucky  ones  in  the  January  examination  at 
Bloomsbury  I  send  The  Chemist  and  Dsuggist  my  questions  for 
the  benefit  of  any  who  are  to  tread  the  steep  ascent  in  the  future. 
My  first  day  was  Friday,  January  3.  Practical  chemistry  was 
the  morning  subject,  and  the  paper  was  as  follows  :  — 

1.  Find  the  s.g  of  the  solution  provided. 

2.  By  means  of  the  pure  KHCjO  (2H.10  provided,  estimate  the 
number  of  grammes  of  KoMn.,08  per  litre  of  the  solution  pro- 
vided. 

3.  Find  the  salt  mixed  with  the  pure  calcium  oxalate  in  the  pill- 
box. 

I  had  to  do  my  quantitative  work  first,  and  as  nearly  all  the 
students  bad  s  gs.  everyone  wanted  the  balances  together.  I 
had  to  wait  two  or  three  times  for  my  neighbour  to  finish  weigh- 
ing, and  when  he  wanted  to  weigh  he  took  someone  else's  balance, 
and  so  kept  another  fellow  waiting.  In  the  end  I  only  had 
twenty  minutes  for  my  salt.  The  balance  was  a  poor  affair  into 
the  bargain.  I  had  to  call  the  attendant  once,  but  all  the  same 
it  creaked  like  coal-scales  whenever  the  pans  were  swinging.  The 
salt  I  found  to  be  sodium  chloride.

I  finished  the  whole  of  this  paper,  with  the  exception  of  the 
pills,  which,  at  the  end  of  the  time,  were  still  too  soft  to  be  rolled 
out.  The  examiner,  who  was  an  exceedingly  nice  man,  told  me  I 
need  not  trouble  about  the  pills,  as  I  had  finished  everything  else. 
He  was  most  obliging,  helping  the  candidates  to  find  things,  and 
running  here,  there,  and  everywhere  to  get  measures,  or  whatever 
was  required.  The  whole  lot  of  us  were  quite  at  our  ease  with 
him  in  five  minutes.  Long  life  to  him,  whoever  he  may  be.  He 
was  in  the  little  room  on  Friday  afternoon,  January  3. 

My  second  day  was  Saturday,  January  11,  in  the  afternoon.  As 
this  was  the  first  time  I  had  been  up  for  the  second  day  I  was  not 
very  hopeful  of  success.  My  first  subject  was  prescription  Latin. 
I  had  t:>  translate  into  full  Latin  these: —

Directions. — One  to  be  taken  early  every  morning. 

I  was  asked  doses  -e.g.,  lead  acetate,  morphine,  liq.  morphines, 
hyd.  subchlor.,  and  hyd.  perchlor. 

Next  materia  medica.  I  was  shown  two  samples  of  benzoin  to 
distinguish  Siam  from  Sumatra  ;  two  varieties  of  chamomile,  single 
and  double ;  two  specimens  of  cloves,  one  badly  dried ;  one 
tarnple  each  manna,  aniseed,  dill,  poppy-seed,  sandarac,  mastic, 
strophanthus,  and  hemlock  seed.  The  examiner  asked  me  the 
B.P.  test  for  strophanthus,  and  the  way  to  distinguish  between 
true  and  false  chamomile.  All  the  specimens  were  so  good  as  to 
be  easily  detected.  Tbe  conium  was,  in  fact,  so  well  dried  as  to 
be  quite  different  in  appearance  from  most  conium  samples.  It 
had  kept  its  green  colour  quite  completely.  I  was  asked  the 
habitat  of  mastic,  the  use  of  maw  seed  oil,  and  the  botanical 
names  of  all  the  specimens  shown  me,  but  no  natural  orders.  I 
was  also  questioned  about  the  solubiln  y  and  methods  of  extraction 
of  fixed  and  volatile  oils. 

In  botany  I  had  first  to  give  an  explanation  of  a  fern-frond 
[Aspidiumi.  Elementary  questions  on  alternation  of  generations 
fol  owed,  and  on  the  annular  rings  in  a  piece  of  tree- trunk  and  in 
table  top.  Other  items  were  micro,  section  of  water-plant  stem 
(transverse);  reasons  for  calling  it  a  water-plant;  transverse 
sections  (three  on  one  slide)  of  two-year  old  gymnosperm  stem 
showing  resin  ducts  (slides  stained).  I  was  shown  a  flower  of  the 
JRanunculacew,  with  either  petals  or  sepals  suppressed,  and 
asked  to  point  out  the  corolla.  I  termed  the  petaloid  leaves 
"  perianch,"  which  satisfied  the  examiner.  He  pointed  out 
aborted  stamens,  asking  what  they  were,  arid  asked  the  natural 
order.  Two  plants  for  recognition,  lavender  and  one  which  I  did 
not  recognise,  but  gave  its  order  Umbelliferce. 

The  pharmacy  examiner  began  by  asking  me  how  long  I  bad 
served,  and  what  B  P.  preparations  I  had  seen  made.  Had  I 
ever  made  spt.  ammon.  arom.,  spt.  ajth.  nit.,  liq.  plumbi  subacet. 
fort.,  ext.  ergotiB  liq.,  and  several  other  things,  whicn  not  one 
chemists'  apprentice  out  of  a  hundred  gets  a  chance  of  seeing 
made.  At  last  he  came  down  to  syrup  of  tolu,  and  asked  why 
the  liquor  is  cooled  before  dissolving  the  sugar.  What  is  the 
proportion  of  sugar  in  B.P.  syrups  ?  Why  more  or  less  would  be 
unadvisable  ?  What  are  the  uses  to  which  alcohol  is  put  in  the 
B.P.,  aud  proportion  necessary  as  a  preservative  ?  Manufacture, 
distillation,  and  concentration  of  alcohol  ?  Giving  me  a  B.P.  he 
asked  me  to  turn  up  ext.  ergot,  liq.,  and  explain  the  process  of 
manufacture.  This  I  was  unable  to  do,  as  I  had  forgotten  'or 
never  heard)  why  the  hydrochloric  acid  is  used.  I  asked  him, 
when  he  had  finished  questioning  me,  if  he  would  mind  explaining 
the  use  of  the  acid  in  ergot.  He  was  quite  indignant.  "  Another 
time  aud  another  place,"  he  said  ;  ,;  I  am  not  here  for  educational 
purposes  " 

The  exs miner  in  chemistry  (Professor  Thomson!  was  the  best 
man  of  all,  if,  after  the  pharmacy  man,  there  could  be  any  dis- 
tinction. He  was  constantly  saying,  "  Don't  worry  yourself,  don't 
worry  ;   you  know  perfectly  well  what  to  say  if  you  will  think 
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a  minute,"  and,  thanks  to  his  patience,  I  generally  did.  He  took 
me  all  through  the  syllabus  as  far  as  its  different  branches  go. 
These  were  the  points  on  which  he  based  his  questions  :  Estima- 
tion of  molecular  weight  by  combination  with  silver,  by  vapour- 
density,  and  by  depression  of  the  freezing-point ;  analogies  be- 
tween mercury,  copper,  and  silver,  as  evidenced  by  their  oxides 
and  chlorides ;  ditto  between  iron  and  chronium  ;  on  the  oxides 
of  chronium;  bichromates  and  permanganates ;  silver  salts  in 
photography  (elementary) ;  benzene  and  preparation  of  aniline 
therefrom  by  intermediate  formation  of  nitro-benzene  ;  saturated 
and  unsaturated  hydrocarbons  and  difference  in  graphic 
formula?  (carbon  bonds)  between  them  ;  methane,  ethane,  ethy- 
lene, formation  of  ethylic  alcohol  by  intermediate  formation  of 
ethyl  chloride  and  heating  with  alcoholic  potash  ;  cuprous  and 
cupric  chloride  and  their  preparation  from  oxides  and  from  each 
other;  direct  and  indirect  oxidising  agents.  As  will  be  seen  the 
questions  covered  a  good  deal  of  ground,  but  were  none  of  them 
unfair  in  the  least.  I  had  no  equations,  but  was  allowed  to  make 
any  note  or  drawing  1  wished.

"ticked"  off  from  invoice,  have  the  price  per  lb.,  price  of 
bottle  (if  one),  and  date  marked  upon  the  label.

"  Opodeldoc." 

Sir, — I  think  you  are  mistaken  in  supposing  that  the 
original  opodeldoc  contained  ammonia.  The  origin  both  of 
the  word  and  the  thing  is  somewhat  obscure,  but  it  is 
usually  thought  that  both  originated  with  Paracelsus.  He 
certainly  mentions  "opodeldoc"  several  times  and  gives 
various  formulas  for  it,  but  in  none  of  these,  so  far  as  I 
know,  does  "  ammonia  "  occur,  and  it  may  surprise  some  of 
your  readers  to  hear  that  these  early  opodeldocs  were  not 
liniments,  but  plasters.  I  give  two  receipts  from  Paracelsus, 
which  are  taken  from  an  old  English  version  of  his  "Dis- 
pensatory " : — 

J..  The  Opodeltoch  (sic)  Plaister. — Take  of  the  four  inoarnative 
seeds — viz.,  of  birth-wort,  comfrey,  adder's-tongue,  and  sea- 
marsh  bugloss,  of  each,  h  oz. ;  wax  >tnd  colophony,  of  each,  2  oz. ; 
of  pitch,  3  oz.    Mix  them,  and  make  a  plaister. 

2.  The  Opodeltoch  Plaister. — Take  of  colophony,  2  oz. ;  the 
powder  of  celendine  and  the  powder  of  orange  skins,  of  each, 
g  oz. ;  of  the  best  turpentine,  so  much  as  to  make  them  into  a 
plaister. 

Neither  of  these  is  at  all  like  the  formula  for  Emplastruni 
Opo&cldoe  given  in  our  later  English  Dispensatories,  though 
Alleyne  says  this  is  modelled  on  Paracelsus's  preparation, 
copied  by  Schroder  and  Mindererus,  to  the  latter  of  whom  it 
has  sometimes  been  attributed.  The  complete  formula  is  as 
follows  (omitting  the  directions  for  the  process)  : — ■

These  are  to  be  boiled  together  to  a  suitable  consistence. 
The  first  liquid  opodeldoc  that  I  know  of  (I   do  not 
remember  the  date  of  Steer's  preparation,  which,  of  course, 
did  contain  ammonia)  is  that  quoted  from  the  Edinburgh 
Pharmacopoeia  in  Brookes's  "  Dispensatory  "  (1773)  : — 

Balsamum  Saponaccit))i,  Vulgo  Oppodeldoch — The  Sapona- 
ceous Balsam. — Take  of  rectified  spirit-of-wine,  2  quarts  ;  white 
Spanish  soap,  1  lb. ;  digest  it  in  a  gentle  heat  till  the  soap  is 
dissolved ;  then  add  of  camphire,  2  oz. ;  the  distilled  oils  of 
rosemary  and  wild  marjoram,  of  each,  h  dr.  Shake  them  together 
till  they  are  well  mixed. 

This  was  not  Linimcntnm  saponaccum,  the  formula  for  which 
Brookes  gives  immediately  after  it,  but  it  differs  chiefly  in 
containing  oil  of  marjoram,  which  is  absent  from  the  other.

[When  we  said  "  true  opodeldoc  "  we  were  not  thinking  of  the 
origin  of  the  preparation,  but  of  the  liquid  liniment  at  present 
used  by  man.  This,  it  seems  to  us,  is  more  of  the  nature  of 
Steer's  than  anything  else.  See  Squire's  "  Companion,"  pages 
557-8.  Probably  the  filling  of  ships'  medicine-chests  in  Scotch 
Coast  towns  may  have  started  the  sale  of  lin.  opii,  as  that 
is  the  "opodeldoc"  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Schedule.  See  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1902,  page  530.— Editor.] 


Sir, — ■"  M.,"  writing  in  your  last  issue,  states  that 
opodeldoc  is  lin.  saponis,  and  that  assistants  reared  in  the 
North  of  Scotland  very  commonly  and  erroneously  supply 
lin.  opii.  Permit  me  to  point  out  to  "  M.,"  who  I  infer  is  an 
Englishman,  that  assistants  trained,  or,  as  he  pute  it, 
"reared,"  in  Scotland,  are  as  a  rule  noted  for  their  ability, 
perseverence,  and  general  knowledge  of  the  trade,  which 
assertion  is  well  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  for  every 
one  English  assistant  who  finds  a  berth  North  of  the  Tweed, 
upwards  of  fifty  Scotch  assistants  are  engaged  for  situations 
in  England.  But,  to  return  to  "opodeldoc,"  I  agree  with 
you,  Mr.  Editor,  that  on  the  Continent  ammoniated-soap 
liniment  is  supplied  ;  however,  as  the  name  "  opodrldoc  "  is 
not  given  as  a  synonym  of  any  B.P.  preparation,  I  hold  that 
all  British  chemists  ought  to  supply  lin.  opii,  and  I  quote  as 
my  authority  the  Merchant-shipping  Acts  1867,  and  Pas- 
sengers Act,  1899  (Acts  passed  by  Government).  On 
reference  to  these  we  find  in  the  list  of  medicines  and 
medical  stores  to  be  carried  by  merchant-ships,  opodeldoc 
is  one  of  the  articles  and  is  described  as  lin.  opii  I  con- 
sider this  conclusive  evidence  that  lin.  opii  ought  always  to 
be  supplied  when  opodeldoc  is  asked  for.

As 
prosecutor  in  conducting  the  case  I  made  the  following 
statement :  "  Oil  of  almonds  mixed  with  syrup  of  violets  is 
given  to  infants  as  a  laxative;  io  is  questionable  whether 
peach-nut  oil  possesses  any  medicinal  virtue."  Neither 
before  nor  sinc«  the  case  have  I  been  able  to  find  in  my  woiks 
on  materia  rnedica  any  statement  as  to  the  virtue  of  peach- 
nut  oil ;  therefore  I  see  no  reason  as  yet  to  alter  my  opinion. 
However,  Dr.  McWalter  may  have  somj  special  knowledge 
of  this  article,  and  no  doubt  he  will  tell  us  the  active 
principle  and  percentage  of  the  same  which  is  contained  in 
peach-nut  oil  in  order  to  make  it  an  equal  laxative  to  almond

Another  N.S.W,  correspondent  writes: — 

Your  valuable  journal  seems  to  me  to  try  to  excel 
itself  very  much  lately  in  every  way,  and  particularly  in  the 
various  books  published  in  connection  with  it  which  I  need 
not  say  I  possess.  May  I  suggest  that  the  next  one  be 
devoted  to  the  manufacturing  side  of  pharmacy,  as  there  is 
a'realy  an  immense  amount  of  material  scattered  throughout 
your  journals  and  diaries  on  the  subject,  particularly  on  the 
preparation  of  galenicals. 

In  English  Chemist  in  Spain  (232/34),  in  sending  his  sub- 
scription, writes : — 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  the  regular 
way  in  which  I  receive  ths  paper  every  Wednesday  morning  ; 
also  for  the  Diary,  which  duly  came  to  hand  and  has  proved 
intensely  interesting.  The  book  "  Phaimacculical  Fcirnulas  ' 
is  very  good  money's  worth,  and  everyone  who  may  happen 
to  be  situated  as  I  am — that  is,  dispenser  to  a  colony  of 
English  people,  situated  in  a  spot  out  of  easy  reach  of  all 
advanced  pharmacy — I  think  should  buy  a  copy.  The  last 
thing  I  was  asked  for  was  billiard-cue  cement,  and  your 
formula  did  well. 

I  notice  from  time  to  time  short  notes  on  pharmaceutical 
affairs  in  Spain.  It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  all 
reports  of  intended  progress  should  be  swallowed  with  large 
grains  of  salt.  These  people  try  to  run  before  they  can  walk  ; 
the  consequence  is  that  the  best  intentions  come  to  naught, 
or  if  any  organisation  such  as  the  "  Colegios  "  you  mentioned 
a  short  while  ago  is  founded,  the  rampant  jobbery  universal 
here  soon  nullifies  any  efforts  to  reform  abuses.  Spain  is 
rather  a  neglected  country,  to  my  mind.  There  is  not  one 
factory  of  citric  acid,  in  spite  of  the  abundance  of  all  the 
raw  material— lemons,  chalk,  and  sulphuric  acid.  Their 
ways  of  sending  out  packages  are  exceedingly  wasteful,  and 
very  carelessly  weighed  are  the  substances.  The  Germans 
import  a  great  deal.  Carbolic  acid,  antipyrio,  pot.  iodid., 
&C,  all  come  from  Germany,  so  do  all  fine  and  photographic 
chemicals,  at  any  rate  those  I  have  had  occasion  to  buy  in 
original  packages  here  in  Spain  have  been  German,  as  is  the 
lint,  cotton- wool,  &c,  sold  here.  Surely  something  could  be 


done  to  get  that  trade  from  them,  as  we  have  no  end  of 
steamers  coming  from  Cardiff,  Liverpool,  and  Glasgow,  to 
Huelva  and  Seville  ports,  where  steamers  of  3,000  tons  can 
get  up  to  the  quays  to  load  and  unload.  Of  course  the 
whole  trade  may  not  be  worth  much,  but  apparently  the 
Germans  find  it  worth  their  while.  But  an  agent  at  the  port 
of  entry  I  consider  absolutely  necessary,  on  account  of  the 
Customs  duties,  which  often  change,  and  sometimes  vary  in 
their  application.

117/27.  C.  M. — You  must  ob'ain  authority  from  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  trade  in  British  postage-stamps. 
Apply  for  it  through  the  local  I.K.  supervisor. 

119/3.  Xcnio  —  Ext.  cascara  sagrada  liq.  is  not,  and 
cannot  be,  regarded  as  an  "  entire  drug,"  which  term  in  the 
Mtdicine-stamp  Act  refers  solely  to  "  medicinal  drugs  without 
any  mixture  with  any  other  drug  or  ingredient  whatsoever," 
but  it  does  not  prevent  dilution  by  the  addition  of  water, 
nor  the  addition  of  mere  colouring-matter.  BP.  com- 
pounded drags  are  not  exempt  from  stamp-duty  if  they  are 
recommended  for  the  relief  or  cure  of  maladies. 

116/69.  Lux. — The  f  ict  that  you  have  supplied  a  member 
of  the  Royal  Family  with  the  article  does  not  entitle  you  to 
say  that  you  have  been  appointed  to  supply  that  person. 
Anyone  may  use  the  Royal  Arms  for  purposes  of  trade,  but 
not  the  words  "by  appointment"  in  association  therewith, 
unless  the  appointment  has  actually  been  received. 

120/12.  E.  H.  7? —The  "Red  Cross"  embrocation-label 
is  liable  because  "  Red  Cross  "  and  the  figure  are  in  the  nature 
of  a  trade-mark,  and  the  directions  for  use  state  that  it  is 
for  rheumatism  and  lumbago,  for  sore-throats  and  colds  at 
the  chest,  and  for  strains  and  sprains.  The  cream  label  and 
handbill  do  not  involve  stamp-duty. 

121/24.  Spar o mat. — The  charges  for  medical  attendance 
upon  a  chemist's  apprentice  are  payable  by  his  parents  or 
guardians,  not  by  his  employer.  Loss  of  time  through 
illness  cannot  be  added  to  the  apprenticeship  period. 

121/18.  J.  W.  S. — A  stamped  and  addressed  envelope 
should  be  sent  for  labels  to  be  returned.  We  shall  examine 
yours  pending  hearing  from  you.  The  reply  will  appear  in 
this  column. 

120/62.  S.  T—  Your  proper  course  was  to  return  the 
goods  to  the  packers  after  they  had  in  wiiting  agreed  to 
exchange  them  for  more  satisfactory  articles.  You  are 
technically  liable  for  the  goods,  and  should  not  have 
destroyed  them  without  the  sanction  of  the  packers.  Your 
best  course  now,  therefore,  is  to  make  the  best  arrangement 
you  can  with  them. 

115/14.  Sefton. — The  headache-powder  is  free  from  stamp- 
duty,  being  an  entire  drug.  The  indigestion-mixture  label 
makes  it  liable,  as  it  says,  "  This  will  be  found  an  excellent 
preparation  for  indigestion,  and  the  many  unpleasant 
symptoms  arising  from  it,  as  wind,  heartburn,  pain  in  the 
pit  of  the  stomach."  Submit  the  cough  and  chill  mixture  to 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  The  description  of  treatment 
is  apparently  a  recommendation  for  relief  or  cure,  in  which 
the  mixture  forms  a  part.  When  you  get  the  Board's 
opinion  please  communicate  it  tons. 
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111/55.  Crown. — There  is  no  legal  objection  to  your  use 
of  the  word  "  Crown"  or  a  figure  of  a  crown  on  labels,  &c, 
so  long  as  you  do  not  hold  yourself  out  to  be  a  Royal  trades- 
man. 

112/38  Victim.— ji  an  employer  gives  a  malicious  and 
false  character  in  reference  to  a  late  employe,  the  latter  has 
good  ground  for  action.  You  must  have  more  information 
than  you  appear  to  possess  before  you  take  legal  proceed- 
ings.   Better  consult  a  solicitor. 

113/45.  Storax. — There  is  do  standard  for  essences  of 
ginger  and  peppermint  for  culinary  purposes. 

114/33.  M.  G  D  Co.— As  your  preparation  contains  a 
poison  (it  is  so  label  led),  it  may  only  be  sold  by  registered 
chemists  and  druggis  ts.

— Carborundum  is  a  product  of 
electric  furnaces,  and  was  discovered  by  Mr.  E.  G.  Acheson, 
Monongahela  City,  Pennsylvania.  It  is  carbide  of  silicon, 
and  is  prepared  by  passing  an  enormous  current  through  a 
core  of  coarse  coke,  round  which  is  placed  a  mixture  of 
powdered  coke,  sand,  and  a  small  quantity  of  sawdust  and 
salt.  There  are  ten  furnaces  at  present  employed  in  making 
carborundum  at  Niagara  Falls.  The  substance  is  extremely 
hard,  and  on  that  account  is  used  as  a  substitute  for  emery. 
Your  wholesale  house  can  doubtless  supply  it. 

107/56.  Taroo. — (1)  Tomato-ketchup  is  largely  an 
American  production,  for  the  reason  that  tomatoes  are  more 
grown  in  the  United  States  than  in  this  country.  The 
tomatoes  are  collected  and  allowed  to  ferment  slightly 
before  rubbing  them  through  a  fine-copper  sieve  to  separate 
the  seeds.  The  pulp  thus  produced  is  cooked  in  steam  pans 
and  any  scum  removed.  When  the  pulp  has  been  brought 
to  boiling,  cloves  and  allspice  enclosed  in  bags  are  added, 
and  the  whole  boiled  down  to  one-half.  After  this  salt  and 
powdered  spices  (pepper,  allspice,  mustard,  and  cinnamon) 
are  added,  and  sufficient  vinegar  to  make  the  ketchup  of 
the  desired  thinness.  The  formula  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  is  a  good  one,  but  only  use  lh  oz.  of  salt.  Only 
scanty  information  on  the  subject  is  available  in  any 
books  we  are  acquainted  with.  (2)  Apple-pulp  is  the  most 
usual  thickener  for  the  thick  varieties  of  sauce.  (3)  We  are 
inquiring.

New  Steamship  Services. 

The  establishment  of  a  new  steamship  service  between  New 
York,  Halifax,  N.S.,  and  ports  in  Jamaica  was  inaugurated  on 
December  2.  It  will  be  known  as  the  Kerr  Line.  The  vessels 
will  sail  from  Halifax  for  Jamaica  monthly,  carrying  passengers 
and  cargo.  Another  new  steamship  line  is  the  United  States 
Steamship  Company,  which  will  ply  between  Boston,  the  West 
Indies,  Mexico,  Central,  and  South  America.  The  company's 
fleet  will  consist  of  fourteen  vessels,  and  Boston  will  be  the  head- 
quarters of  the  line.  The  steamers  will  sail  direct  from  Boston 
to  Havana,  San  Juan,  and  Porto  Rico,  connecting  at  both  points 
with  other  steamers  of  the  same  line  for  other  points  in  the  West 
Indies  and  the  Continent.  This  is  Boston's  first  direct  steam- 
freight  route  to  the  West  Indies  and  Latin  America.  The  capital 
stock  of  the  company  is  $5,000,000  (1,000,000?.).

The  nutmeg  trade  is  now  very  much  depressed,  and  prices 
in  Europe  are  unremunerative.  The  idea  is  that  it  would  be 
more  profitable  to  sell  nutmegs  at  Batavia  than  ship  them  to 
Europe.

Cinchona=seed  Auction. 

At  the  auction  in  Batavia  on  November  30  the  following  prices 
were  paid  for  cinchona  seed  originating  from  the  Government 
plantations  :  Twenty-one  small  packets  succirubra  seed  sold  for 
314-75fl.  =  267.  14s  Id.;  19  packets  hybrid  seed  sold  for  2,271fU- 
186/.  15s.,  and  40  packets  Lcdgeriana  seed  sold  for  5,90211. 
=  491?.  16s.  8</. 

Platinum  in  British  Columbia. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Assay  Office  at  Vancouver  has 
reported  to  the  Pre3s  that  among  the  specimens  of  gold  brought 
to  him  to  be  refined  he  has  found  considerable  quantities  of 
platinum,  and  lie  is  under  the  impression  that  the  miners  do  not 
know  what  platinum  is  when  they  see  it.  In  all  the  placer-mining 
districts  of  British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon  territory  large 
amounts  of  platinum  and  kindred  metals  have  been  thrown  away 
by  miners  who  did  not  know  the  value  of  the  product.  At  the 
present  price  of  platinum,  the  superintendent  Bays  it  will  pay 
prospectors  to  be  on  the  look  out  for  this  metal,  which  doubtless 
exists  in  considerable  quantities  in  the  province. 

United  States  Quicksilver. 

The  quicksilver  receipts  at  San  Francisco  in  November  1901 
were  1,374  flasks.  For  the  eleven  months  ending  November  30, 
1901,  the  receipts  were  18,172  flasks,  against  18,046  for  the 
corresponding  period  in  1900,  and  21,739  in  1899.  These  receipts 
do  not  include  shipments  made  direct  from  the  mines  to  consumers. 
The  exports  from  San  Francisco  by  water  for  the  eleven  months 
were  as  follows  :— Siberia,  2  flasks  ;  Korea,  12;  Japan,  24 :  South 
America,  20 ;  Central  America,  1,008 ;  Mexico.  3,436 ;  British 
Columbia,  32:  New  York,  70;  total,  4,604  llasks.'against  6.588  in 
1900.  In  1900  1.C00  flasks  were  sent  to  China,  but  that  country 
procured  no  quicksilver  from  California  in  1901.  The  supplies  of 
quicksilver  in  the  United  States  are  now  becoming  very  small, 
and  the  producing  properties  have  been  unable  to  materially  in- 
crease their  output.  The  stocks  there  two  years  ago  were  2,500 
llasks,  which  were  reduced  to  1,200  flasks  during  the  following 
year.  The  returns  of  the  Boston  owned  properties  for  1901  were 
disappointing.  The  normal  output  of  both  the  Napa  and  the  New 
Idria  is  about  400  flasks  a  month.  The  total  production  in  the 
United  States  for  last  year  was  about  27,000  flasks.  The  Aetna 
Company  has  expended  ?5,C00  in  1901  for  prospecting  purposes, 
but  failed  to  discover  any  new  ore  bodies  of  value,  whereas  the 
Boston  Company  has  been  more  successful,  its  output  being  200 
flasks  a  month,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  materially  increased  in 
future.

"Indian  Senna." 
A  large  consignment  of  leaves  was  recently  placed  on 
the  London  drug-market  under  the  name  of  "Indian  senna" 
Very  few  of  the  leaves  are  perfect,  as  they  are  extremely 
brittle  and  readily  broken.  In  shape  and  general  appearance 
they  are  very  similar  to  those  of  some  of  the  species  of  Cassia, 
the  leaflets  being  sessile,  close,  membranous,  obtuse,  and 
varying  from  A  inch  to  1  inch  or  more  in  length.  It  is 
difficult  to  determine  with  certainty  their  botanical  origin, 
but  they  agree  very  nearly  with  the  leaves  of  Casalpinia 
pulclierrima,  a  shrub  or  small  tree  universally  cultivated 
throughout  India  and  elsewhere  in  the  tropics.  The  native 
country  of  this  plant  is  not  clearly  known,  but  according  to 
some  authorities  it  was  introduced  into  the  Botanic  Gardens, 
Calcutta,  in  1792.  All  parts  of  the  plant  are  said  to  be 
emmenagogue  and  purgative,  but  there  appears  to  be  no 
trustworthy  data  bearing  upon  this  point.  In  India  the 
leaves,  flowers,  and  trees  are  employed  in  native  medicine, 
and  an  ink  is  made  from  the  charred  wood. 

Cardamoms  in  French  Indo-Ohina. 
The  Revile  des  Cultures  Coloniales  of  November  5,  in  the 
course  of  a  long  article  on  the  cardamoms  of  French  Indo- 
China,  states  that  the  exports  to  Singapore  and  Hong-Kong 
may  be  considered  as  representing  the  total  production  of 
the  country,  the  quantity  consumed  locally  being  insigni- 
ficant. Nearly  the  whole  of  the  crop  is  sent  to  China  via 
Hong-Kong.  It  is  the  Chinese,  moreover,  in  Cambodia, 
Laos,  Annam,  and  Tonkin  who  buy  or  exchange  the  car- 
damoms with  the  producers,  and  then  send  them  to  the 
different  ports  whence  they  are  exported.  This  trade  is 
said  to  be  entirely  in  their  hands.  The  port  of  shipment  for 
Cambodia  and  a  part  of  Laos  is  Saigon,  with  Cholon  as 
entrepot  and  market.  The  exports  from  Annam  and  the 
region  round  Laos  go  via  Vinh,  and  from  Tonkin  vid 
Haiphong.    This  latter  port  also  receives  many  cardamoms 


from  Annam.  The  following  table  shows  the  quantity  and 
value  of  the  exports  of  cardamoms  from  French  Indo-China 
during  the  last  two  years  :  —

THE  honey-water  of  modern  times  is  well  known  to  be  a 
different  article  altogether  from  what  was  originally 
used.  The  present-day  parfuma  preparation  was  originated, 
we  understand,  by  Mr.  George  Wilson,  chemist  to  James  II , 
so  that  it  probably  goes  back  to  1685.  Honey-water  was 
recommended  by  Theophrastus  for  preventing  the  hair  fall- 
ing off.  He  died  in  285  r,.C  We  quote  the  following  from 
"  The  Newe  Iewell  of  Health,"  by  George  Baker,  chirurgian. 
Printed  at  London  by  Henrie  Denham,  1576.  It  is  a  trans- 
lation of  Gesner's  work: — 

The  water  of  the  home  coinbe,  procureth  heare  to  growe  :  and 
helpeth  the  hard  fetching  and  drawing  of  breath,  or  Duch  short 
wynded  through  the  straytenesse  of  the  breath,  if  thys  bee  often 
druncke :  it  helpeth  a  man's  beard  to  growe  the  more,  being 
sundrie  times  annoynted  or  wette  therewith  :  but  farre  better  and 
sooner  doth  the  oyle  and  honie  performe  the  same,  whichc  hath  a 
moste  great  force  in  the  lyke. 

The  dy6tilled  honie  annoynted  on  a  bald  place,  causeth  the 
heare  to  growe,  and  come  very  soone  againe,  after  the  shedding  of 
heare :  this  Theophrastus. 

Ioannes  Montanus  writeth,  that  of  hony  may  a  strong  water 
be  made :  and  that  in  the  thirds  dystillation  of  it,  to  become  a 
poysonable  lycour:  but  of  Mercurie  which  is  resolued  by  the 
strong  water,  is  to  be  brought  into  a  water  the  which  will  make  a 
helthfull  lycour  and  strengthening. 

The  water  of  honie  to  mike  the  face  whyte  and  faire :  take  of 
reddisho  honie  twoo  poundes,  of  gumme  Arabecke  twoo  ounces, 
these  twoo  myxe  togither,  and  dy still  by  a  Lymbecke  with  a  soft 
fire:  The  first  water  that  Commeth,  serveth  unto  the  cleansing  of 
the  face,  and  unto  the  cleering  and  whytening  of  it :  the  seconde 
with  the  thirde  lycour,  doth  cause  the  heares  to  grow  and  become 
whytishe  or  flaxen  of  colour. 

Gesnerus  distilled  a  water  out  of  hony,  whose  first  water 
favoured  somewhat  of  waxe,  where  besides  it  was  sufficient  de- 
lectable and  cleare,  and  whytish,  which  perhaps  may  seemo 
avayleable  in  the  Cholicke  passions.  The  seconde  water  which 
dystilled  forth,  had  a  certaine  sowrenesse.  The  thirde  water 
which  came  forth,  tasted  as  it  were  vinegar.  The  fourth  water 
which  came  forth,  tasted  in  a  maner  as  sowre  as  vinegar :  He 
began  distillation  in  the  morning  at  the  seaventh  houre,  and  out 
of  half  a  measure  of  honie,  he  purchased  two  small  vials  full  in  a 
daye,  in  the  evening  he  began  to  dystill,  and  continued  unto 
noone  in  a  maner,  he  also  prepared  and  made  his  fire  to  last  until 
the  ninth  houre  of  the  night :  and  from  that  hourem  he  renued 
the  fire  unto  the  sixt  houre  of  the  next  morrowe :  and  following 
the  fire  from  the  sixt  houre  of  the  morning  unto  twoo  in  the  after 
noone  :  then  began  a  great  fume  or  smoke  to  arise  and  issue  forth 
into  the  receyver,  and  that  somewhat  stincking,  and  a  substance 
also  to  ascend  (as  when  nothing  remaynedof  the  watrie  substance, 
then  did  the  honie  ascend)  then  drewe  I  forth  the  Cucurbite 
(sayetli  the  author)  which  I  shoulde  not  have  done  (but  rather 
have  set  or  lyfted  him  hygher  in  the  ashes)  and  then  came  the 
droppes  forth  redde,  and  burnt  in  the  Limbeck,  yea  sowre,  and  in 
savour  or  smell  lyke  to  the  oyle  of  the  Juniper  woode  in  a 
maner :  and  of  it  fast  cleaving  to  the  sides  and  bottome  of  the 
Cucurbite :  The  remnant  in  the  Cucurbite,  was  the  honie  of 
a  blackish  redde  colour,  burnt,  somewhat  sowre,  and  colouring 
yelowe. 

Interesting  as  this  may  be,  the  fact  remains  that  honey- 
water  so  made  was  not  the  kind  that  Sir  Erasmus  Wilson 
prescribed.  What  he  wanted  was  the  perfumed  watt  r  such 
as  is  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  page  178.
